If you don’t have a flare, take your tie, or 
any strip of cloth, and hang it into your gas 
tank to soak it. Put it in your hub cap, set the 
hub cap on the road several hundred feet behind 
your car, and light the tie or cloth. It’ll burn 
for several minutes, time enough, hopefully, for 
you to flag down a car with your flashlight and 
get pushed off the road.

THE 20TH YE AR BRINGS HOPE 
From time immemorial, man 
has counted birthdays and the 
National Multiple Sclerosis So­ 
ciety, marking its 20th birth­ 
day this year, is no exception. 
But Emerson has wisely said 
“ We do not count a man’s 
years, until he has nothing else 
to count." As it is with man, 
so it must be with organiza­ 
tions that they build. Not chron­ 
ology, but progress must con­ 
stitute the measure by which 
we judge them. 
In a 
short period of time, 
the Society has mounted an all- 
out attack on one of the most 
mysterious diseases known to 
man. 
This 
has been accom­ 
plished through your generosity 
to the annual MS Hope Chest 
fund drive. The 1966 campaign 
is now under way. 
MS was first chronicled with 
some clinical definition nearly 
one hundred years ago, but, 
until the founding of the So­ 
ciety in 1946, basic research 
into the cause, cure and pre­ 
vention was unknown. 
Today, medical scientific re­ 
search lias gained great new in­ 
sights due to the determination 
of the Society’s leaders who

Washington Merry - Go - Round 
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Li Ob ANGELES — Sam Yorty, 
personable, peripatetic mayor 
of America’s third biggest city, 
has come a long way from the 
hunble days when M rs. Yorty 
used to cook for the family in 
a modest Washington suburb. 
Sam was then a member of the 
83rd Congress, and M rs. Yorty 
was a good cook. The guests 
always had a good tim e. 


Mrs. Yorty is still a good 
cook but she doesn’t have to 
cook any more. For today Sam 
lives 
in 
style 
in Mickey 
Rooney’s old house with the 
help of one of the most gen­ 
erous expense accounts allotted 
to any American mayor. 
Yet 
he has also raised around $690,- 
000 through five testimonial 
dinners in the past two and one- 
half years. 
Three of them were held be­ 
tween elections. But unlike the 
dinners of Sen. Tom Dodd, they 
were not billed as campaign 
dinners. They were described 
as a 
“ birthday 
dinner,” a 
“ civil dinner” and a “ commu­ 
nity tribute” dinner for the 
mayor of Los Angeles. 


So the big question is: What 
has Sam done with the money? 
Looking over the mayor’s per­ 
sonal spending reveals some in­ 
teresting 
items. Since 1961, 
Yorty has charged $108,374 in 
personal expenses to the city of 
Los Angeles. Of this, 
the 
mayor itemized $15,090 for “of­ 
ficial entertainment supplies,” 
the mayor’s high • sounding 
name for liquor. Much of this 
was served at city hall where 
Sam has introduced the cock­ 
tail hour as part of the official 
entertainment routine for dis­ 
tinguished guests of the city of 
Los Angeles. 
JUNKET TO JERUSALEM 
Another 
interesting 
item 
which the mayor charged to the 
city was a junket to Europe 
and 
the 
Middle East. This 
totaled 
$1,934. 
Justification 
which the mayor gave for charg­ 
ing the trip to the city was that 
he stopped in Jerusalem, Jor- 
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Arab leaders on the means of 
restoring peace with Israel.” 
This was the first time in 
memory that city funds were 
ever used for the city of Los 
Angeles to conduct American 
foreign policy. 
The next time foreign policy 
became involved in the 
Los 
Angeles city expenses was in 
1965, when Mayor Yorty and 
his harbor commissioners vis­ 
ited Japen, with a side trip to 
Saigon. „ 
Yorty spent three hectic days 
sightseeing in Saigon and going 
to cocktail parties, at one of 
which he lost his shirt, plus 
$430 in travelers' checks. 
Hie mayor lost the checks 
when peeling off his shirt at a 
cocktail party to trade with an 
a ir force general who 
was 
wearing a Filipino peek-a-boo 
lace shirt which Yorty admired. 
The general promptly gave it to 
him. The checks must have fal­ 
len out of Sam’s shirt. 
“ Never 
mind,” 
said the 
mayor brightly. “ They 
were 
American express checks. I’ll 
get them replaced.” 
“ ATOMIC 
SAM” 
Yorty and party traveled on 
a swank U. S. air force DC -3 
while in Viet Nam at a time when 
airplane space was at a pre­ 
mium. The American Embassy 
and the air force detailed two 
men to escort them. Total bill 
to the city of Los Angeles 
was $33,500. There is no record 
of what the trip cost the fed­ 
eral taxpayers for the special 
airplane, Lincoln convertible 
and other prerequisites. 
After the trip, Yorty came 
to Washington to advise Presi­ 
dent Johnson to use the atomic 
bomb in Viet Nam. After that 
some 
people 
called 
Yorty 
“ Atomic Sam.” 
The mayor is quite generous 
with his city commissioners. 
Since 
he 
spends money, he 
doesn't object if they do, too. 
When Commissioner 
Melvin 
Erickson paid $85 a night for a 
suite at the Waldorf Astoria 
in New York four nights, 
the 
ritv Daid the bill. 


The mayor also ok’d the cost 
of hiring 31 Geisha girls 
for 
two hours in Japan for his com­ 
m issioners. This occurred in 
1963 when Commission Erick­ 
son and others were on a city- 
paid junket to Japan and 
the 
taxpayers back home paid $485.- 
64 for the cost of two hours 
of Geisha entertainment. 


Erickson is the business as­ 
sociate of James W. Raymond, 
who acquired a second trust on 
Mickey Rooney’s home, then 
sold it to Yorty for no down pay­ 
ment. 
The 
Rooney 
home on 
Blairwood Drive in Studio City 
is valued at around $75,000. 
Before he became mayor,Sam 
was living in a modest little 
house in the San Fernando Val­ 
ley worth about $35,000. Two 
months after becoming mayor 
he 
moved 
to the 
Rooney 
mansion. 


However, none of these ex­ 
penses were deducted out of the 
whopping $690,000 which Yorty 
raised at his five dinners in the 
last two and a half years. 
Looking over the expenses of 
the city of Los Angeles, it is 
difficult to see how the mayor 
could spend that much money; 
for even the electric shaver 
which he keeps in his desk for 
a last - minute shave was paid 
for by the city—$19.77. 
When G. Bentley Ryan, Los 
Angeles attorney, wrote a letter 
to 
the 
city's 
business 
and 
political leaders on Sept. 18, 
1963, inviting them to a birth­ 
day dinner for the mayor at a 
cost of $1,000 per table or $100 
per ticket, he said that the 
money was needed for “ fact 
sheets” which the mayor mailed 
out to “six to 12 thousand 
civil leaders, and the cost of 
this has to be borne by 
the 
mayor himself.” 
These fact sheets are what the 
mayor calls “voter education.” 
But city records show that at 
least one of these mailings, the 
one 
attacking the alleged poor 
quality of Gov. Brown's judicial 
appointees, was paid for by the 
ritv.

Reuther’s New Strategy Calls 
For Two Full Vacations Each 
Year at Company Expense. 
Washington, D. C.: •• It's not 
an ulcer which keeps Walter 
Reuther from smoking, drinking 
or carousing. 
It’s principle. 
He hates to waste anything, 
including time. He runs a tight 
union — now worth over $68 
million. 
And in about a year it will 
have a strike fund topping $68 
million. 
Sometime in September 1967 
his auto and aerospace union 
will be set for battle with the 
car makers. Problem is — what 
to fight for? There’s always 
money. 
But it isn’t everything. 
Reuther and his colleagues 
have their strategem s — and 
these headlines of '67 will be 
previewed shortly at the union’s 
constitutional convention. 
There is the Convention Are­ 
na of Long Beach, Calif., the 
United Automobile, Aerospace 
and 
Agriculture Implement 
workers will inscribe on 
its 
banners a slogan calling 
for 
two fully paid vacations a year. 
This will be the demand for a 
fifth season - the 
usual four 
and a ten-day Christmas • New 
Year’s holiday. As the auto 
union leaders see it, the auto 
companies will shut down during 
the fifth season. 
The reckoning is simple. 
Now the auto workers get the 
day before Christmas and the 
one before New Year’s as paid 
holidays. This gives them four 
days. 
If the union can convince the 
manufacturers to grant another 
“ three or four days,” a million 
employes could take to the roads 
for sunshine or skiing or just re­ 
laxing. 
All this would not affect the 
usual two to four weeks' vaca­ 
tion of the good old summer­ 
tim e. 
Of course, Reuther and Co. 
will have to do some tall con­ 
vincing. But history has it that 
his record tops all the others. 
It will all be spelled out with 
considerable rhetoric on the 
convention floor not long after 
the delegates are called 
to 
order on May 16. 
The men of Reuther's world 
are older now than they were 
when they marched in and “ sat­ 
in” almost three decades ago. 
They aren’t the playboys they 
were when their leaders warned 
delegates not to drop water- 
filled paper bags out of hotel 
windows lest they “kill other 
delegates or human beings.” 
And the younger men 
are 
more sedate business types. 
They go to these conventions 
to argue about pensions and 
early retirement and security 


— and not to caucus about who 
will be their president and what 
to do with their left - wingers. 
Their president will be Walter 
Reuther, now hurrying towards 
his sixties as are many of his 
colleagues. 
This will be their 20th Con­ 
stitutional Convention, and they 
amend their charter magnani­ 
mously, not so much to pave 
the way for the fight for higher 
wages, but for longer leisure 
tim e. This means earlier re­ 
tirem ent as well as two vaca­ 
tions a year. 
It will all be set down in a 
broad “ collective bargaining” 
resolution, presaging the fight 
on the Big Three auto companies 
- a struggle which soon enough 
will be upon us and the White 
House. 
Arguments will be made for 
earlier 
retirement so that a 
man can eventually quit work 
at 50 or 55 at $100«a.week or 
more for life. 
And what of the hundreds of 
thousands already now official 
“ retirees” 
and 
the endless 
many who will reach 
this 
millennium year after year? 
The convention will be called 
upon to create labor’s 
first 
constitutional 
Senior Citizen 
Dept. This will be not merely 
a social club. This will re­ 
quire structural changes in the 
union and itsconstitution.lt will 
be an official department. 
Its members will stay in the 
union. They will have the right 
to attend local meetings and vote 
just as though they had not re­ 
tired. Their dues will be a dol­ 
la r a month — if they wish to 
pay. 
The impact 
on the 
power 
structure will be significant aft­ 
er a decade as their numbers 
increase. Their effect on policy 
will be obvious. Tbe elders will 
be in balance with the younger 
people — and after a while per­ 
haps outweigh the youth in the 
high councils. 
And 
another 
element 
is 
coming into its own. 
Though Walter Reuther 
is 
notorious inside labor for his 
devotion to wife and family, 
there is a woman in his future. 
The UAW's high command will 
be revamped so that 170,000 
lady members can get represen­ 
tation on the national Executive 
Board for the first time. She 
will be a member - at - large 
on the high council. 
Some bright chap said quietly 
the other day, now maybe some­ 
body will outtalk “him.” 
Mark 
well 
these develop­ 
ments. They will 
set prece­ 
dents.

It’s a new era. What was, was.

covered. 
When 
these 
men 
shouted of their discovery, they 
spread 
the word far and wide 
that: "It's a m iracle, but there 
su rely must be a REASON ." A s 
the statem ent was repeated over 
and over, that reason changed 
to RAISIN, and the new crop 
received its name.

Schools obviously are reaching 
a saturation point in the area 
of sponsorship of sports on an 
interscholastic 
basis. 
The 
trem endous 
growth of w rest­ 
ling, the big increase in track 
and 
cro ss country 
and the 
gradual upswing in swimming, 
tennis and golf coupled with 
the introduction of three new 
sports (gym nastics, curling and 
skiing) in the last eight years — 
all 
of this 
has drastically 
changed what once was a foot­ 
ball-basketball-baseball mon­ 
opoly in high school athletics. 
It is good that there is a 
variety of sports on the high 
school level -- good, that is, 
as long as each sport can be 
justified on the basis of a t­ 
tracting at least a rep resen ta­ 
tive contingent of boys not a l­ 
ready 
neck-deep 
in in ter­ 
scholastic athletics. If the num­ 
ber of 
boys participating in 
athletics does not grow propor­ 
tionately with the number of 
activities offered, then the d i­ 
versified program has failed to 
accom plish its purpose. 
To get back to the question, 
a saturation point is variable; 
depends upon circum stances at 
each school. There is the money

TURKEY HUNTERS 
JEFFERSON CITY 
— M is­ 
souri’s 1966 wild turkey season 
got off to a slow start April 26, 
with a two-day total Tuesday of 
250 birds, compared to 281 in the 
first two days of the 1965 sea­ 
son. 
Hunters 
began their 
annual 
bout with the turkey on a gray, 
rainy day. Rain started falling 
over most of southern M issouri 
within 15 minutes of the 5 a.m. 
opening. Most of Missouri’s 
turkey hunting areas received 
some rain Tuesday. 
Wednesday was a more plea­ 
sant day, but the kill was only 
129 — just slightly better than 
Tuesday’s 121. 
This season was scheduled for 
five half-days, 5 a.m. to noon, 
instead of the four days last 
year. The final day this year 
will be on Saturday, so the sea­ 
son’s harvest is expected to top 
last year’s. 
The largest turkey reported 
the first two days was a 27- 
pounder killed in Montgomery 
County by Frank Wismath of 
Clayton.

JEFFERSON CITY — Fishing

caught faster than they can be 
verified and recorded. 
For example, Gene Arnaud 
of Branson 
caught 
a seven 
pound, eight ounce spotted, or 
Kentucky, bass. This beat the 
current world record of seven 
pounds for the species - - o r 
so the M issouri Conservation 
Department thought. 
The department couldn’t know 
about the eight pound, one- 
ounce specimen taken a week 
or so earlier in Alabama. This, 
if it is properly authenticiated, 
is the new world record. 
But then, after hearing about 
the Alabama fish, the depart­ 
ment heard from another M is­ 
sourian who said he caught a 
Kentucky 
that weighed 
eight 
pounds, one ounce, and would 
tie the world record. The new­ 
est Missouri catch is being in­ 
vestigated by the department 
and if it was properly weighed 
and witnessed Missouri will 
submit it for world record lis t­ 
ing. 
Meanwhile, after the depart­ 
ment announced Paul Dunn of 
Cedar Creek had caught a two 
pound, four ounce black crap- 
pie for a new state record, 
another 
Missourian wrote a 
letter. He said he had caught 


one that weighed two pounds, 
15 ounces, and could prove it. If 
he does, the black crappie rec­ 
ord will change hands. 
Meanwhile, Jim Ruth, oper­ 
ator of Messenger's Resort on 
Lake of the Ozarks, caught a 
new state record paddlefish— 
a 110 pound specimen - a on 
his trotline. The previous rec­ 
ord-holder 
was an 80-pound 
spoonbill, also from Lake of 
the Ozarks, and that fish still 
stands as snagging record. 
Conservation agents who veri­ 
fied the catch said Ruth's fish 
measured six feet, three and 
a half inches alongand 32inches 
in girth. It was caught April 17 
at the mouth of Libby Cove. 
Ruth had the help of his son, 
Jimmy Ruth, Jr., and Har­ 
old Echoff of Sedalia in boat­ 
ing the paddle fish. They looped 
the boat's anchor rope around 
it to haul it into the boat, then 
used a wheelbarrow to move it 
from the dock to the resort. 


FISHING LAKE 
JEFFERSON CITY 
— 
The 
Conservation Commission has 
approved the purchase of 1,120 
acres between Sweet Springs 
and Marshall for construction of 
a 210-acre public fishing lake 
and for wildlife management. 
The wildlife area will be four 
m iles north of Interstate 70. 
The land is expected to cost 
about $290,000, with the cost 
of the dam, roads, boat ramps 
and concession facilities esti­ 
mated at $140,000. 
Small game hunting will be 
permitted on the area, but the 
lake will be a waterfowl refuge 
and no duck or goose hunting 
will be permitted. 
The Conservation Department 
is considering development of 
a warm-water fish hatchery be­ 
low the dam.

December 24, 1920 
When I was a boy about every­ 
thing was different from what it 
is now and in nothing 
more 
than in the celebration of Christ­ 
mas day and the week following 
it. You must remember while 
reading this that I am writing of 
Christmas as it was in the coun­ 
try and in the small towns of 
the country long ago and they 
were all small towns in central 
Missouri when I was a green 
country boy. I must say that 
the average country boy of 12 
or 14 years is not half so green 
and gawky and knows twice as 
much 
about 
current 
affairs 
as did a boy of 20 when I was 
one of them. But to go back to 
the Christmas as it was in those 
good old days when people were 
all honest, generous and ready 
to help a neighbor. There was 
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scarcely any Christm as spirit 
manifested in the country. Far­ 
m ers would just work on that 
day just as they did on Mon­ 
day. Christmas cheer on hand in 
the 
shape of liquor, cider, 
game and cake that 
was cake 
and none of your wine-pudding 
angel food cake that is so pop­ 
ular 
now. 
But 
those old- 
fashioned pound cakes 
were 
rich in butter and sugar and 
fit for an angel. Making the old- 
fashioned pound cake seems to 
be a lost art and I am sorry for 
I think I could die easy if I 
could just eat one more of 
those like mother used to make. 
The young people would have 
parties and it would often be­ 
come »»awful*» duty for a bash­ 
ful boy to kiss a bashful girl. 
They would sing and 
dance 
Weavly Wheat and had 
more 
enjoyment in that way than young 
people get in the real vulgar 
»»shimmy** dance accompanied 
by a fifty . dollar orchestra. 
Old Santa Claus never heard of 
Central Missouri especially in 
che country, but as we had 
never heard of him and his 
reindeer and his great 
pack 
of toys, we did not miss his 
visit. But we had plenty 
of 
good things to eat on Christ­ 
mas day, much more than the 
average family in the cities 
will have to eat on Christmas 
day of this year of grace. We 
had turkey and dressing, quail 
and occasionally venison, and 
lots of rich cake and custard. 
Santa Claus was not the only 
thing that we had never heard 
of and that had never visited us 
country jakes as some of the 
sm art alexs in the small towns 
called us. Cranberries and ice 
cream 
had not 
made their 
appearance in the country but 
as ignorance is bliss I am safe 
In saying that young and old, 
jond and free, were better con- 
ented and far happier than are 
che people of today. And that is 
not all. I honestly believe that 
people were more religious then 
then they are under the preach- 
.ng of a lot of machine made 
preachers of the present day. 
The first Christmas tree that 
I 
ever saw was set up in Tfcy- 
ior*s shop in Fayette, Mo., 1853 
or 1854. It was sm all, oidy about 
i feet high, but was laden with 
colored paper or calico. I never 
knew which, and with a number 
of star candles in among the 
presents. It drew like a mustard 
plaster and 
was visited by a 


great many people, both young 
and old, as it was perhaps the 
first Christmas tree ever seen 
in Fayette. But I know now that 
it was cheap and common com­ 
pared to the beautiful Christ­ 
mas trees of the present day. 
Yes, we were all poor and hap­ 
py, when I was a boy.

VD. SELF-INCRIMINATION 
Although the “ Incorporation 
theory“ was only of academic 
interest in Pointer v. Texas, 
it was of practical importance 
in Griffin v. California, also de­ 
cided in the 1964 term , in which 
the Court in effect overruled 
Adamson 
v. 
California 
and 
eliminated the California prac­ 
tice of allowing comment on 
the failure of the defendant in 
a criminal trial to take the 
witness stand. The Court com­ 
bined an old case, Wilson v. 
United States, which held that 
such comment was barred in 
Federal trials, with its recent 
holding in Malloy v. Hogan, 
which held that the Self-Incrim­ 
ination 
Clause of the Fifth 
Amendment was made appli­ 
cable to the States via the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, and 
concluded that the sum of this 
addition barred the rule in the 
half dozen States that allowed 
it. Malloy v. Hogan, by a 5-to- 
4 vote, had overruled a long 
line of cases that previously 
has rejected the “ incorporation 
theory.“ 
Justices Stewart and White, 
in a dissent, declared that the 
practice of 
allow’ing adverse 
comment on a failure to testify 
was 
far 
different 
from the 
medieval tortures and refined 
inquisitions that had prompted 
the privilege 
against self- 
■ incrimination. They remarked 
that “ the Court in this case 
stretches the concept of com­ 
pulsion beyond all reasonable 
bounds; and that whatever com­ 
pulsion may exist derives from 
the defendant's choice not to 
testify, not from any comment 
by court or counsel.“ Mr. Ju s­ 
tice Harlan wrote a concur­ 
rence 
that 
had 
“ dissent“ 
painted into every crevice. Al­ 
though unhappily bound by Mal­ 
loy v. Hogan, he protested at 
the 
decision 
because it “ ex­ 
emplifies 
the 
creeping, par­ 
alysis with which this Court's 
recent adoption of the 'incor­ 
poration' doctrine is infecting 
; the operation of the federal sys- 
j tern," He added: “ Although I 
} am compelled to concur in this 
j decision, I am free to express 
.* the hope that the Court will 
| eventually return to constitu- 
; tional paths which, until re- 
• cently, it has followed through- 
j out its history." However, if 
• the decisions of this term are 
j any indication, the detour from 
• these paths has been consider- 
' able and the road back is likely 
to be a long one. 
Another 
detour 
that was 
widened, 
and 
not narrowed, 
started in the 1963 term in Jack­ 
son v. Denno. In that case, 
a 5-to-4 majority of the Court 
overruled a 1953SupremeCourt 
case and held unconstitutional 
the New York practice by which 
a judge submits the voluntari­ 
ness of a confession to the 
t jury as one of the issues of 
fact which it must find beyond 
a reasonable doubt. The prac­ 
tice has been followed in 15 
States, the District of Columbia, 
and Puerto Rico, as well as six 
of the eleven United States Court 
of Appeals Circuits. Neverthe­ 
less, it now is unconstitutional, 
as a violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. The issue there 
was not, of course, whether a 
coerced confession is inadmis­ 
sible in evidence: this had long

been the rule. The Court simply 
decided that the trial judge, 
rather than the jury, must rule 
on voluntariness. Mr. Justice 
Black protested in his dissent: 
“ The Court appears to follow 
a judicial philosophy which has 
relied on (the “ due process of 
law" clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment) to strike down laws 
and procedures in many fields 
because of a judicial belief that 
they are “ unfair," are contrary 
to “ the concept of ordered lib- 
*rty," “ shock the conscience," 
o r come within various other 
vague 
but 
appealing 
catch 
phrases . . . . I have repeatedly- 
objected to the use of the Due 
Process Clause to give judges 
such 
a wide 
and 
unbounded 
powe. . . “ 
Mr. Justice Harlan, in a dis­ 
sent in which Justices Clark and 
Stewart 
joined, first noted: 
“ Even under the broadest view 
of the restrictive effect of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, I would 
not have thought it open to 
doubt that the States were free 
to allocate the trial of issues, 
whether in criminal or civil 
cases, between judge and jury 
as they deemed best." He later 
declared: 
“ The Court's distrust of the 
jury system in this area of 
criminal law stands in curious 
contrast to the many pages in 
its reports in which the right 
to trial by jury has been ex­ 
tolled in every context, and 
affords a queer basis indeed for 
a new departure in Federal 
regulation of 
State criminal 
proceedings." 
Mr. Justice Harlan concluded: 
“ It should not be forgotten 
that in tills country citizens 
must look almost exclusively 
to the States for protection 
against 
most 
crim es . . . 
Limitations on the S tates'exer­ 
cise of their responsibility to 
prevent criminal conduct should 
be imposed only where it is 
demonstrable that their own 
adjustment of the competing 
interests infringes rights fun­ 
damental to decent society. The 
New York rule now held un­ 
constitutional is surely not of 
that character." 
In Boles v. Stevenson, the 
Court reinforced Jackson v. 
Denno by ruling that not only 
must a trial judge make a 
determination himself as to vol­ 
untariness, but the determina­ 
tion must be apparent from the 
record. Thus, the restrictions 
and limitations on the use of 
confessions 
bit-by-bit 
are 
growing even tighter. 
H may also be recalled that 
in June, 1964, the Court decided, 
in Escobedo v. Illinois, by a 
¿sto-4 majority that any in­ 
criminating 
statement 
made 
after a request to see a lawyer 
has been refused cannot be 
Introduced into evidence, there­ 
by overruling a case decided 
only six years previously. The 
United States Court of Appeals 
for the Third Circuit, which 
includes New Jersey, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Delaware and the Virgin 
Islands, went one step further 
on May 20, 1965, in holding that 
a confession is invalid unless 
the defendant has first been 
advised by the police of his 
right to counsel and his right 
to remain silent. Two weeks 
later, the Chief Justice of New 
Jersey advised all lower State 
. court judges and prosecutors in 
a circular letter to ignore the 
Federal holding and follow the 
contrary New Jersey law, and 
shortly thereafter the State Su­ 
preme Court unanimously up­ 
held its Chief Justice. No doubt, 
the whole matter ultimately will 
go to the United States Supreme 
Court for settlement. In the 
meanwhile, although it had al­ 
ways been thought that defiance 
of the Federal courts' more 
bizarre edicts was a practice 
idigenous to the South alone, 
it

BERLIN AP -- Eight Soviet 
military men went back to their 
regular jobs yesterday after 
more than three weeks of mud 
watching in West Berlin. 
The mud came from the bot­ 
tom of Lake Stoessen where 
a Soviet jet fighter crashed 
April 6. The crash killed the 
two crewmen and hammered 
wreckage into the lake’s muddy 
bottom. 
The plane was a YAK28, a 
new all-weather fighter, which 
the NATO allies knew little 
about until the crash. 
The lake is in the British 
sector of West Berlin and the 
British salvaged the wreck­ 
age. They restricted the Soviet 
team to observer status, watch­ 
ing from a bluff overlooking 
the lake. 
The Russian watched a Brit­ 
ish crane scoop up mud and 
dump it into a barge. They 
watched 
British 
Army en­ 
gineers rake the mud for wreck­ 
age of the plane. 
The British watched the Rus­ 
sians. So did 
West Berlin 
policemen, strollers and news­ 
men. 
After the two bodies and most 
of the wreckage were brought 
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up in the first week, the Rus­ 
sian observers worked in two 
shifts of four men each. There 
were always Russians watching 
the lake. 
They did not talk much with 
the British or Germans. But 
recently one of the Russians, a 
young 
noncommissioned of­ 
ficer, chatted with one of the 
West Berlin policemen on duty. 
The mud watching ended Mon­ 
day 
night after the British 
turned over the two jet en­ 
gines to Soviet authorities in 
a boat-to-boat transfer. The 
salvage operation was declared 
completed.

Association, was cre­ 
ated. 
To celebrate this long span of 
service to the state, the Mis­ 
souri Press 
Association, of 
which this newspaper is a mem­ 
ber, plans a year-long observ­ 
ance, starting 
this month and 
ending in May, 1967. 
The “ kickoff” of the centen­ 
nial will be a joint meeting of 
the MPA and the State Histor­ 
ical Society in Columbia, Sat­ 
urday, May 7, as the annual 
Journalism Week at the School 
of Journalism comes to a close. 
Leo Rozier, 
president of the 
historical 
society, and 
Dr. 
Richard Brownlee, 
director, 
will speak at the luncheon May 
7. The society will sponsor an 
open house for the MPA mem­ 
bers and their guests that after­ 
noon. The MPA founded the his­ 
torical society in 1898 and has 
continued to support it since 
that time. 
J. J. Graf, publisher of the 
Hermann Advertiser-Courier, 
is the MPA centennial presi­ 
dent. Secretary of State James 
C. Kirkpatrick, 
a long-time 
newspaperman, 
is 
general 
chairman, 
with William A. 
Bray, MPA executive director, 
co-ordinating the program. 
The organization of the pub­ 
lishers followed a number of 
regional meetings held prior to 
the Civil War. During that con­ 
flict the publishers were divided 
in their views as were other 
M issourians. Under stich cori^ 
ditions, a statewide group was 
out of the question. 
With a desire to create more 
unity within the state, the pub­ 
lishers were quick to realize 
the need for a group that would 
help them in “ matters pertain­ 
ing in general to the newspaper 
interests.“ 
Among other events of this 
centennial year, the MPA will 
sponsor a two-week study mis­ 
sion to Europe, June 9-23; a 
statewide bus tour this summer 
by editors and their families; 
dedication of a restored print­

into 
a newspaper 
museum at Arrow Rock; and a 
special display booth and ex­ 
hibit of newspapers at the State 
Fair in Sedalia.

Looking behind the scenes:

He gave many veteran law­ 
makers a mild shock back in 
1961, his first term, when he 
gave a quiet office party in the 
Capitol and had a keg of oysters 
flown in. 
This past week, he reserved 
the large hall at the Ramada 
Inn here and hired a big-name 
orchestra for a one-night stand. 
The band of the late Jimmy 
Dorsey was brought in at con­ 
siderable expense. 
Mr. Baker’s explanation for 
all of this hullabaloo was in 
the form of a letter handed to 
all guests. In part it went like 
this: 
“ My party has only one pur­ 
pose and it is attempt to thank 
each one of you, Representa­ 
tives, Senators, elected and ap­ 
pointed staff officials, state em ­ 
ployes, members of the press 
and all others for being so kind 
and cooperative with me during 
my three terms in the House.” 
Veteran observers were still 
shaking their heads well into 
the night trying to remember 
if a member of the Legislature 
in the past had ever put on such 
a shindig. No one could. 
Mr. Baker’s animosity toward 
Speaker Graham 
undoubtedly 
cost him some important com ­ 
mittee posts. His sponsorship 
and backing of bills 
several 
years ago, such as conflict 
of interest and bill-board con­ 
trol, undoubtedly did not endear 
him to some of his colleagues. 
He was controversial because 
he always took a stand. 
He shared office space with 
Representative 
Thomas 
A. 
Walsh, the Democratic St. Louis 
labor leader. That office was 
always a hotbed for rumors. 
Whether you agreed with him, 
his six years here will be r e ­ 
membered for the causes he 
backed, the controversies he 
started and his colorful spend­ 
ing habits. 
As Larry Hall, the Jefferson 
City Associated Press bureau 
chief, said, referring to Mr. 
Baker’s recent “ blowout” : 
“ Tom 
Baker 
spent 
more 
money getting out of politics 
than most guys spend getting

DISEASED BABY TEETH: 
PERMANENT DAMAGE 
It’s a false economy to neglect 
a child’s first teeth on the theory 
that since they fall out anyway 
dental care can wait until the 
permanent teeth come in. 
Dr. Jess McCormick, assis­ 
tant professor of dentistry at 
the University of Alabama Den­ 
tal School, reported recently 
that a long term study of more 
than 300 children between the 
ages of six and nine shows that 
infected or abscessed 
toby 
teeth when neglected produced 
damage permanent teeth in 30 
percent of the children. The doc­ 
tor, who is director of dental 
services 
at Children’s Hos­ 
pital here, told Women’s Medi­ 
cal News Service that crooked 
permanent teeth, as well 
as 
ones with significant damage, 
grew in where diseased toby 
teeth had been. 
He recommended that chil­ 
dren pay their first visit <to the 
dentist when they are around 
2Vi: years old, and every six 
months to a year thereafter. 
They are 
not likely to have 
canes at that age so the initial 
visit can be a pleasant one with 
nothing more heightening than 
a good cleaning and perhaps, 
a tropical fluoride treatment. 
Studies have shown, he said, 
that the average child of three 
has at least one cavity, 
so 
dental care started earlier may 
head that off. 
NO FERTILITY LOSS 
AFTER ‘PILL’ USE 
“ Most women who want babies 
become pregnant very shortly 
after 
discontinuing 
oral 
contraceptives. All Jests show 
that ovulation returns prompt­ 
ly after a woman stops taking 
the 
drugs.” This reassuring 
answer to the commonly asked 
question, Does the pill inter­ 
fere with future fertility, came 
from pharmacology professor 
Morton J. Rodman, Ph.D., of

noted, “ The oral contracep­ 
tives have proved effective and 
easy to use.

He noted that despite reports 
that “ the pill may have long­ 
term toxicities, in a decade of 
testing and wide use, no seri­ 
ous toxicity has ever been con­ 
firmed.”

• The current fashion fad for 
teenage girls dictates' that they 
all have long, flowing locks with 
not the suspicion of a curl or 
wave. To achieve the look, teen­ 
agers have taken to ironing their 
hair. This practice is frowned 
upon, and by a source not usual­ 
ly concerned about fashion: The 
American 
Medical Associa­ 
tion’s Committee on Cutaneous 
Health and Cosmetics. 
The committee warns that the 
heat of the iron can damage the 
hair, making it fragile and dry, 
with subsequent breakage. In ad­ 
dition, there is a danger of burn­ 
ing the scalp. The committee 
notes that the right look can be 
achieved, with less risk, by the 
use of chemical hair straighten- 
ers. 


Lightest Mexico

Mexico City - It has -been 
said that Mexico is a country 
loaded with game and that it is 
totally lacking in wildlife. There 
is truth in both statements. It 
depends on where you are. 
In areas where there is a large 
rural population, you find little 
game. Remote areas often look 
like an overcrowded zoo. 
But 
the 
geographical setup 
which 
ranges 
from dense 
jungles to snow capped moun­ 
tains has produced a big var­ 


iety of wildlife. 
Hunting seasons vary accord­ 
ing to climate and mating sea­ 
sons. Your shooting isn’t con­ 
fined to fall, therefore. Some 
species of birds and animals 
may be hunted 
from August 1 
until 
mid-April, depending on 
the climate and location. 
The 
jaguar 
is 
considered 
Mexico’s top big-game animal 
and many hunters will tell you 
it is the hardest trophy in North 
America to get. Jags are said 
to be wilder than lions or tig­ 
ers. They are bigger than leop­ 
ards and just as ferocious. 
You find them in all parts of 
the country and need top guides 
to corner one. 
Most hunters prefer to bring 
their own guns but lack infor­ 
mation about getting them into 
the country or obtaining hunt­ 
ing licenses. 
First thing you might do is pick 
up a tourist card with your near­ 
est Mexican consul and check 
with him on the hunting laws. 
Each hunter is permitted 
to 
bring 
in four sporting arms, 
NOT including 
the .45 caliber 
pistol nor 7 mm. rifle, which 
are official Mexican 
Army 
weapons. But you can make it a 
combination of other caliber 
rifles, shotguns and one .22 
pistol. 
The procedure is to write a 
letter and mail or 
deliver it 
personally 
to a Mexican Con­ 
sul, listing 
the types 
and 
serial numbers of 
the wea­ 
pons you wish to take and stat­ 
ing that you will bring them out 
of the country when you leave. 
The Consul will notarize the 
letter and return it to you. At 
the border you present your let­ 
ter to the Mexican War 
De­ 
partment Office and they is­ 
sue you the permit to take the 
arms into Mexico. 
To get your hunting license, 
you should go to the border 
towns of Matamoros, Reynosa, 
Nuevo Laredo, Cindad Juarez, 
Nogales, Mexicali or Tijuana. 
These towns have non-resi­ 
dent hunting license 
forms to 
be filled out in their Oficinas 
de Caza. 
It’s a good idea to 
get a bi-lingual guide to help. 
While game laws are made on 
the federal level, licenses are 
issued on a state basis. A li­ 
cense issued for a given state 
joining 
state and the Oficina 
de Caza 
can issue you a li­ 
cense for any state in the coun- 
try. 
The non-resident hunting fee 
runs a few cents over $19 (dls.) 
can be bought in any month and 
is valid for six months from the 
date of issue. 
There are no full-time guides 
in Mexico but the country is 
full of part-timers, hunters and 
woodsmen who are familiar with 
their own areas. 
The 
best 
way to pick up one is check 
with your hotel manager or a 
tourist guide who works out of 
your hotel. 
Hunting guides charge rates 
that vary from 
around $1.60 
to $3.00 (U.S.) per day. Select­ 
ing 
one will depend on your 
own judgment. And remember, 
you’ll have to take along all the 
equipment 
for hunting 
and 
camping. 
A guide can get you 
a boat for 
any 
river travel 
necessary. 
Make a stab at 
it if you’re 
looking 
for excitement. 
And 
good hunting.

Communism 
Frustrating 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON AP — Twenty 
years of bafflement are begin­ 
ning to show in impatience, 
criticism , discontent. 
There were only six madden­ 
ing years of dealing with Hit­ 
ler from the time he took power 
in 1933 until he began the war in 
1939. But with communism there 
has been prolonged frustration. 
First, there were the postwar 
years of dealing with Russia's 
Stalin, an impossible task and 
now for 16 years, or ever since 
they butted into the Korean war, 
the even more exasperating or­ 
deal of trying to deal with the 
Red Chinese. 
This is the root of the dis­ 
satisfactions being expressed in 
Congress 
over 
the grubby, 
grueling war in Viet Nam, the 
fear the Chinese may come in, 
and the almost total absence of 
relations with them except hos­ 
tility. 
If those dissatisfactions could 
be reduced to a simple sentence 
it would be this; surely, there 
must be some kind of answer. 
This is a natural belief for 
any American rendered edgy by 
two decades of deadlocked sus­ 
pense, particularly if he per­ 
sists in believing there must 
be some solution more comfort­ 
ing than the present policy of 
watchful waiting. 
But the position of the Johnson 
administration and the State 
Department, which have the re­ 
sponsibility for conducting for­ 
eign affairs and must take the 
blame for any disasters, is sim­ 
ply this; no answer is in sight. 
The proposals made Tuesday 
by two Democratic senators, 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massa­ 
chusetts and George McGovern 
of South Dakota, were new only 


in detail but not in kind of 
intent. 
They suggestion a blue-ribbon 
commission 
of 
distinguished 
Americans be created to look at 
U. S. - China policy. 
The proposals got a cool re­ 
ception at the State Department 
where Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk has said China isn’t seri­ 
ously interested in improving 
relations with this country. 


He has said the Chinese Reds 
continue to display “ militancy, 
bitterness, hatred” and that 
U. S. officials have to deal with 
the “ situation .is we find it.” 
The administration position is 
that it is willing to have better 
relations but until the Chinese 
show they want that, too, U. S. 
policy must stand firm. Put 
another way, It means; 


The 
United States will help 
nations resist Chinese aggres­ 
sions and will continue to op­ 
pose membership for the Red 
Chinese in the United Nations. 
In short, nothing has changed 
in 16 years. 
Possibly continued demands 
for more flexible efforts by the 
administration to deal with the 
Chinese will force some change 
in administration 
policy, but 
that 
looks 
doubtful at the 
moment. 
The American future may be 
permanently affected by its re­ 
lations with Red China in the 
next 20 years, good or bad, but 
this or any other administration 
must answer for the outcome, 
not the critics. 
Kennedy and McGovern were 
just the latest expressing dis­ 
content and hoping for solutions. 
The Johnson administration has 
been under a critical barrage. 
So far it hasn’t budged. 


Television Changes 


Tactics on Presentations

NEW YORK AP — Television, 
sometimes accused of present­ 
ing the pros and cons of sub­ 
jects as if they were balanced 
on a scale, took an unequivocal 
position Tuesday night on com­ 
poser Igor Stravinsky. 
On the CBS special, we saw 
a closeup of the musician's 
hand as he wrote some notes. 
“ This,” said Charles Kuralt, 
reading the script of David Op- 
penheim, “ is a portrait of a 
man doing something that he 
does better than anyone else in 
the world.” 
They may be fighting words 
to some, but the rest of the 
hour was dedicated to illus­ 
trating some accomplishments 
of the Russian-born composer. 
It was not a “ profile,” a word 
so dear to the heart of tele­ 
vision producers, nor was it 
a portrait. It was sort of a 
sketch of Stravinsky. 
He is now 83, a resident of 
Hollywood — and still com­ 
posing controversial music. 
The program focused at the 
beginning on the great musical 
“ scandal” 52 years ago when 
Stravinsky’s “ Rites of Spring” 


was presented in a new kind of 
ballet, choreographed by Nijin­ 
sky. It was the great departure 
from what European audiences 
were used to. 


The program’s photographers 
followed Stravinsky to the very 
theater in Paris where the au­ 
dience reacted so violently to 
the piece that, as he recalled 
it, he arose from his seat in 
the center of the theater, said 
“ Go to hell,” and left by a 
nearby fire door. 


In spite of his years andphys- 
ical infirmities, the composer 
recently completed a composi­ 
tion in still another musical lan­ 
guage. 
The composition 
is 
called “ variations” and as both 
Oppenheim and Stravinsky ex­ 
plained, 
it is an attempt to 
break away from old-fashioned 
tonality 
and move into some­ 
thing called “ serial music.” 
The sounds of “ variations” 
were undoubtedly as strange to 
some today as were those of 
“ The 
Rites of 
Spring” to 
another generation. 
“ The interest of my life, my 
everyday life,” Stravinsky said 
very earnestly, “ is to make. I 
am a maker.”

The U. S. Senate has just 
approved a bill 
• net up rural 
community uevwu;1 ent 
dis- 
tncts. 
Under the bill, rural commu« 
mties would be eligible for 
comprehensive planning assis« 
tance similar to programs now 
available for urban communi» 
ti es. 
The bill authorizes up to $5,» 
000,000 in funds for the Rural 
Community Development Ser­ 
vice to help communities study 
possible area - wide self help 
programs. 
The 
increasing 
number of 
Federal 
programs 
for rural 
areas has made it difficult for 
the 
fa mil \ 
farmer to figure 
out which program best suits 
las needs. Under the new bill 
the farmer will have a central 
agency which will help him with 
all Federal programs. 
Also in Congress, the House 
voted to restore funds to con­ 
tinue our vital school milk and 
school lunch programs. These 
programs had been cut back in 
the President’s budget. 
Hearings will soon begin in 
the Senate on the Agriculture 
Appropriations bill. Am hope­ 
ful that the Senate will vote to 
continue the school milk 
and 
school lunch programs, 
as 
well as approve the funds 
for 
vitally needed farm and rural 
development programs. 
The House Government Op. 
eration Committee has unani­ 
mously reported the Freedom 
of Information bill. 
This bill, which I introduced 
and passed through the Senate 
last year, will greatly clarify 
and protect the right of the pub­ 
lic and the press to obtain gov. 
eminent Information. Am hqpe- 
ful that the House will now act 
swiftly on this important bill. 
My Senate Subcommittee on 
Administrative 
Practice 
has 
just recommended a bill to solve 
the dilemma confronting 
citi» 
zens who wish to be represented 
before Federal agencies. 
The bill would remove all 
arbitrary 
limitations on 
at­ 
torneys’ fees and will greatly 
enhance the citizens’ ability to 
obtain competent 
representa, 
tion. Up until now some agen­ 
cies have limited these fees to 
as little as $2.00 which 
can 
buy very little representation 
these days.

AS PASSED BY THE HOUSE 
of Representatives on April 26, 
the Agriculture Appropriation 
B ill for fiscal 1967 was $146 
million under the amount re­ 
quested in the President’s budg­ 
et. While holding the total ap­ 
propriated to $6.876 billion as 
compared to $7.022 billion re­ 
quested, the 
House restored 
funds for several programs for 
which budget proposed reduc­ 
tions. 
For example, the House bill 
would provide $103 million, the 
same as last year, for the Spe­ 
cial MUk Program for Chil­ 
dren, 
while 
the 
President’s 
budget proposed $21 million. 
The School Lunch Program also 
would continue at the 1966 level, 
$202 
million. A reduction of 
$138 million had been recom­ 
mended. 
The bill would continue an­ 
nual authority for 100 water­ 
shed planning starts, instead 
of $365 million, which is the 
current ceiling. The budget pro­ 
posal of $86 million for rural 
telephone loans was increased 
to $97 million. 
Additionally, the House re ­ 
stored a proposed reduction of 
$10.4 million for the coopera­ 
tive research program of land- 
grant 
institutions. 
Present 
levels of payments to State ex­ 
periment stations and grants for 
construction of facilities at re ­ 
search 
stations 
were main­ 
tained under the House bill. 
The 
House 
Committee re­ 
ported that a budget proposal to 
shift $10 
million from the 
present formula allocation to a 
grant basis for extension ser­ 
vices of the land grant insti­ 
tutions w'ould have “ seriously 
affected the regular continuing 
extension activities at the State 
and county level and would have 
adversely affected the long- 
range continuity and effective­ 
ness of the county agent sys­ 
tem.” Therefore the House pro­ 
poses to continue the present 
formula for distributing funds to 
the States. 
The bill now c omes to the Sen­ 
ate for consideration. 
NET FARM INCOME in 1966 
w ill exceed $15 billion. That is 
about a billion dollars higher 
than 1965 and $3.4 billion higher 
than in 1960. 
This estimate by Secretary of 


Agriculture Orville Freeman is 
based on the performance of 
the farm economy in the first 
quarter, plus prospects for the 
balance of the year. 
USDA economists thus believe 
1966 will be the best year for 


the American farmer in nearly 
twenty years. 
Based on these estimates, net 
income per farm will be at a 
record level of $4,600, about 
55 percent higher than in 1960, 
and 
disposable per capita in­ 
come on the farm will be about 
$1,600, 44 percent higher than 
in 1960. By comparison, non­ 
farm Income per capita has in­ 
creased about 25 percent over 


the same ,, l iuu. . 
u . .e 
per person gap lie tween farm 
and non-farm 
income 
would 
seem to be narrowing. 
In 1960 the farmer 
earned 
about 55 percent of the income 
of the non-farm population. To­ 
day he earns about 65 percent 
as much. While there has been 
progress, therefore, the farmer 
is still underpaid in compari­ 
son to the earnings of others 


THE SENATE this week passed 
S. 2934, which I co-sponsored. 
This bill authorizes assistance 
for 
coordinated planning by 
local governments for improve­ 
ments of community develop­ 
ment districts as places to live 
and work. The bill is now before 
the House Agriculture Commit­ 
tee. 
As passed by the Senate, the 


Secretary of Agriculture would 
be authorized to approve com­ 
munity development districts 
initiated and organized by local 
governments in areas with at 
least one center serving sur­ 
rounding rural territory. Full 
participation would be drawn 
upon from specialists in the 
land 
grant 
institutions and 
Farm ers Home Administration 
in carrying out the program. 


Hugh I enney of the Co in i. 
Development Staff, University 
of Missouri, was one of the 
witnesses in Senate hearings on 
the bill.

Dear Mr. Blanton, 
I have watched with consider­ 
able interest the proposals to 
bring CATV or Community An­ 
tenna Television to Sikeston. 
I cannot help but agree with 
your editorial on April 28,1966, 
but I feel that there are certain 
areas of CATV that have not 
been brought out. 
First of all, CATV as origin­ 
ally intended, had a vital role 
in making television available 
to everyone. The basic con­ 
cept of CATV was extremely 
simple. The village of Podunk 
was 
situated 
in a beautiful 
mountain valley in Colorado. 
On the other side of this moun­ 
tain was Denver. The mountain 
blocked the television signals 
from Denver and it was impos­ 
sible for the residents of our 
little town to receive anything 
more than snow on their tele­ 
vision sets. 
Some of the more ambitious 
residents got the brainstorm to 
put an antenna on top of the 
mountain and run wires from 
the antenna to the various homes 
In Podunk, all at a nominal 
charge to the residents. The 
system worked well and Podunk, 
Colorado, was as much involved 
in the happenings on Peyton 
Place as was New York. 
Through the years, CATV has 
continued to prove itself a vital 
necessity to small communities 
in mountain areas, or in areas 
so sparsely populated that they 
could never support a local 
television station. CATV sys­ 
tems dot the Western states, 
and are the rule, rather than 
the exception, in the Colorado 
and Idaho mountain towns. 
Even in towns such as Hayti, 
Caruthersville, 
and Kennett, 
where the nearest television 
stations are of a distance re­ 
quiring a fairly expensive an­ 
tenna atop each 
residence, 
CATV can provide a valuable 
service. 
A 
master antenna 
perched on a 200 foot tower 
can bring clear television pic­ 
tures from Cape Girardeau, 
Paducah, Jonesboro, Memphis, 
and Jackson, Tennessee, into 
the viewers* homes. For this 
service, a subscriber might 
pay around $6 per month. The 
nation-wide CATV subscriber 
average is around $75 per year. 
However, it was never Intended 
that CATV should serve cities 
which are within grade "A** or 
“ rabbit ears*’ areas. Such an 
area is one in which excellent 
reception is obtained with a 
simple rabbit ears or an in­ 
expensive roof-top antenna. 
Sikeston is such an area in 
that with such an antenna, one 
can receive good to excellent 
pictures from KFVS-TV in Cape 
Girardeau and WPSD-TV in Pa­ 
ducah, Kentucky. 
With little 
inore investment, one can re- 


ceive the third network (ABC) 
from Harrisburg, Illinois. 
I can easily see Mr. Hirsch’s 
concern for his television sta­ 
tion, KFVS-TV, but have very 
little 
sympathy for him after 
having seen the profit figures 
on file with the FCC. KFVS-TV 
is one of the most profitable 
television stations in a non­ 
metropolitan area in the coun­ 
try. 
The now famous Seiden Re­ 
port on CATV, published last 
year, found that for every 100 
homes within a Grade “ A** 
coverage area of a television 
station, the local television sta­ 
tion will lose $2,500 in annual 
revenue. 
The FCC has long realized the 
problems that CATV is posing. 
Only within the past few months 
has the FCC proposed regula­ 
tions for the control of CATV 
systems. The FCC already has 
control over all CATV systems 
that utilize microwave in re­ 
laying signals from distant sta­ 
tions. The FCC has announced 
that it has control over all 
systems, whether or not they 
use microwave. 
What the FCC has proposed 
an it seems inevitable that these 
proposals will be in force within 
the next few months, is basically 
this: NO CATV SYSTEM WITH­ 
IN THE GRADE "A” COVER­ 
AGE 
AREA OF 
A LOCAL 
TELEVISION 
STATION MAY 
CARRY ANY OTHER STATION 
THAT CARRIES THAT SAME 
PROGRAM FOR A PERIOD 24 
HOURS PRIOR TO 24 HOURS 
AFTER THE TIME THAT THE 
LOCAL 
STATION 
CARRIES 
THE PROGRAM. 
Now then, how would this ef­ 
fect CATV in Sikeston? Let’s 
take a typical program, “ Can­ 
did Camera,** seen on Channel 
12 at 9:00 p.m. on Sundays. 
This CBS program is also car­ 
ried on WREC-TV, Channel 3 
in Memphis, WLAC-TV, Chan­ 
nel 5 in Nashville, and KMOX- 
TV, 
Channel 4, in St. Louis. 
The 
FCC 
will 
prevent a 
CATV 
in 
Sikeston 
from 
bringing 
*’Candid 
Camera** 
Into Sikeston on any chan­ 
nel except Channel 12 in Cape. 
The same is true of WPSD-TV 
in Paducah. 
For 
example, 
“ Bonanza” is carried Sunday 
nights on Paducah, WSM-TV in 
Nashville, KSD-TV in St. Louis, 
and WMCT in Memphis. CATV 
in Sikeston would be reguired 
to block out every station carry­ 
ing NBC programs except Pa­ 
ducah. 
ABC-TV, seen in 
Sikeston 
from Harrisburg, Illinois, does 
not fit into this category, as 
its signal is not strong enough 
in Sikeston. Thus, CATV would 
have no obligation by law to 
protect the Harrisburg station. 
Sikeston viewers would thus 
have a choice of ABC on the 
Harrisburg station, Channel 3, 
WHBQ-TV in Memphis, KTVI- 
TV in St. Louis, and KAIT- 
TV in Jonesboro, Arkansas. 


Note that all of the applicants 
for CATV in Sikeston 
have 
made quite a point of bring­ 
ing “ten channels** into Sikes­ 
ton. What they actually mean is 
that between 4;00 p.m. and 6;00 
p.m. and after 10;00 p.m., they 
can bring in these stations. It 
is during these time periods 
that 
most stations originate 
their own programs (i.e. local 
news, late movies, etc.) 
We see now that the CATV 
subscriber would not have a 
choice of 10 channels, but rather 
the same basic choice he has 
now with a few additions. What 
are these additions. 
They are the independent (Non­ 
network) stations, including the 
educational stations. The CATV 
subscriber would have access 
to the following channels; 
WSIU-TV, Carbondale — Edu­ 
cational 
programming only. 
KETV, St. Louis —Education­ 
al programming only. 
KPLR-TV, St. Louis — Not 
on all day; largely re-runs of 
past 
network programs; old 
movies, sports. 
These three stations, in ad­ 
dition to Cape, Paducah, and 
Harrisburg, are all that the CA­ 
TV will legally be able to trans­ 
mit to the subscriber for most 
of the day. 
I don’t know how others feel, 
but for $75 or more per year, 
I hardly see that this is a serv­ 
ice worth subscribing to. I would 
rather put that much money into 
a roof-top antenna and be able 
to get the same three networks 
that under CATV I would have 
to pay that much for in just 
one year. 
Another factor to consider is 
the effect of CATV on Sikeston 
itself. It must be noted that 
Sikeston is the largest city in 
Missouri without a television 
station. Yes, even Hannibal and 
Poplar Bluff have tv stations. 
This is not to say that I feel 
that Sikeston could presently 
support such a station. As only 
UHF (Channels 14-83) are avail­ 
able 
to 
such 
a station in 
Sikeston, such a station would 
be prohibitively expensive to 
build and operate. 
However, 
since April 1, 1964, all tv sets 
sold in the United States have 
had to be built with the UHF 
built into the set. The FCC 
estimates that in 1971, or seven 
years after the UHF set law 
went into effect, better than 90% 
of all present tv homes will 
be equipped for UHF reception. 
It is altogether possible that 
at this time Sikeston could sup­ 
port a tv station. With CATV, 
it 
would 
be Impossible for 
Sikeston to ever support a tv 
station. 
I have sat through hearing 
after hearing about CATV and 
always hear the same argu­ 
ments. The TV station says it 
will go broke, the CATV sys­ 
tem makes all kinds of prom­ 
ises, etc. 
Being quite realistic, the ideal 
solution for Sikeston is the same 


as it is here in Columbia, Mis­ 
souri . . . . A “ TV Trans­ 
lator.” 
Since really the only thing that 
CATV would bring to Sikeston 
that it doesn’t now have would be 
a clear picture on ABC. Why 
not built a translator station in 
. Sikeston to pick up the ABC 
signal 
out of 
Harrisburg, 
St. Louis, and Memphis, and 
re-broadcast 
it over UHF so 
that any tv set equipped for UHF 
in Sikeston could receive it? 
The investment 
for 
such a 
translator would probably be 
around $15,000 at the most. Such 
a translator would give resi­ 
dents within five miles of Sikes­ 
ton clear pictures on ABC. The 
maintenance 
of such a trans­ 
lator would be less than $500 
per year. 
If there is so much interest 
down there in bringing good, 
clear, television pictures to 
everyone, why doesn’t the city 
invest in such a translator. This 
has been the ideal solution in 
Keokuk, Iowa, 
and Ottumwa, 
Iowa, which have much the same 
situation in terms of tv stations 
as Sikeston does. 
It is obvious by this letter 
that I feel CATV is not needed 
in a city the size of Sikeston. 
I might 
add that 
in having 
studied CATV as extensively 
as I have, that I feel that it 
would be difficult to operate a 
system in Sikeston at a profit. 
While it is true that some CATV 
systems make fantastic profits 
on original investments, and in­ 
deed Sikeston might well be one 
of these systems, it is generally 
very difficult to sell CATV 
in area with two or more Grade 
“ A** signals. 
I wculd urge that the Sikeston 
City Council defer action on CA­ 
TV until the FCC regulations on 
CATV are in effect. I cannot 
see that there is such an im­ 
mediate need for CATV that 
action could not be deferred for 
a few months. If the City Coun­ 
cil does see fit to grant a 
franchise, I would urge that 
they select a local group in 
awarding the franchise. It is 
only reasonable to assume that 
local people would be more re­ 
sponsive to public needs than 
CATV investors in Chicago or 
New York who are interested in 
CATV for profit motives ex­ 
clusively. 
My opinion still is that CATV 
is not the answer for the Sikes­ 
ton TV situation. A TV Trans­ 
lator built with city funds or by 
some Sikeston civic group would 
be far more in the public in­ 
terest. Anyone 
with a TV 
set would be able to receive the 
low-powered TV station, and it 
could in fact serve as a basis 
for a tv station at a later date 
for Sikeston. 
I hope that the Sikeston City 
Council sees fit to defer CATV; 
not 
because of KF VS-TV’s 
ridiculous arguments of harm­ 
ing their veritable “goldmine,** 
but rather because it would not 


serve the better interests of 
Sikeston and its people.

Bilberries. 
Soviet cosmonauts dine on bilberry jam before 
flights. Britain’s Royal Air Force recently 
revealed that aviators ate bilberry jelly before 
night missions in World War II. American 
trucking companies are considering the same 
diet for truckers who drive at night. 
The point is that a drug contained in the bil­ 
berry inhibits the bleaching of rhodopsin (visual 
purple) in the retina of the eye. Bleaching of 
visual purple by sunlight impairs ability of 
the eye to adapt to darkness. In other words, 
eat bilberries and you’ll be able to see better 
at night. 


ability to see in bright light) as well as night 
blindness. 
The discovery of the value of bilberries has 
produced a boom in the bilberry business, bene­ 
fiting France where bilberries grow wild. 
Perhaps the day is not far away when bilberry 
juice will be an ingredient in milk, like iodine 
is part of salt to prevent goiter. Or, perhaps 
a bilberry jelly dispenser will become a standard 
feature on automobile dashboards. 
And, perhaps you will want to ask your seed 
dealer to order some bilberry seeds or plants 
for you, so you can grow them on your own 
property. For, you aren’t likely to find bilberry 
jam or jelly on many grocery store shelves. 
It is said that bilberries could save your life; 
but, it is unlikely, nevertheless, that many 
people will want to take the trouble to grow 
their own, or import them.

Many questions received by this column cannot 
be answered—there’s simply not enough room. 
So, we must select the most interesting. The 
three chosen this week follow: 
“ What can I do to avoid getting hit if my car 
stalls on the road and I can’t get it off?” J.B., 
Fallon, Nev. 
Shine the beam from the flashlight you should 
be carrying in your car on the rear, outside 
fender before you get out of your car, so ap­ 
proaching motorists can see your stalled car 
immediately. When you get out, move the light 
horizontally, back and forth, so the oncoming 
motorists have a longer chance to see the light, 
not only for a second if the light is swung up 
and down. 
If you don’t have a flare, take your tie, or 
any strip of cloth, and hang it into your gas 
tank to soak it. Put it in your hub cap, set the 
hub cap on the road several hundred feet behind 
your car, and light the tie or cloth. It’ll burn 
for several minutes, time enough, hopefully, for 
you to flag down a car with your flashlight and 
get pushed off the road. 
“ My wife is the slowest driver in the state. I 
keep telling her she’s as much a hazard as a 
speeder. Am I right?” K.L., Jasper, Ind. 
The greater the difference in speed—slower 
and faster--of a vehicle from the average speed 
of surrounding traffic, the greater the chance 
the driver will be involved in an accident. 
This was the finding of an 11-state study on main 
rural highways, completed during the past sum­ 
mer by the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads. 
“ Isn’t it safer to drive at night than during the 
day? There aren’t as many cars around.” P.Q., 
Cincinnati. 
Though may people believe it is safer to drive 
at night than during the day because there are 
fewer cars to bump into, the opposite is true. 
While American motorists drive only one-third 
of their total mileage at night, more than half 
the traffic fatalities occur after dark, according 
to the National Safety Council. It takes only one 
other car and yours to make a collision.

THE 20TH YEAR BRINGS HOPE 
From time immemorial, man 
has counted birthdays and the 
National Multiple Sclerosis So­ 
ciety, marking its 20th birth­ 
day this year, is no exception. 
But Emerson has wisely said 
“ We do not count a man's 
years, until he has nothing else 
to count." As it is with man, 
so it must be with organiza­ 
tions that they build. Not chron­ 
ology, but progress must con­ 
stitute the measure by which 
we judge them. 
In a 
short period of time, 
the Society has mounted an all- 
out attack on one of the most 
mysterious diseases known to 
man. 
This 
has been accom­ 
plished through your generosity 
to the annual MS Hope Chest 
fund drive. The 1966 campaign 
is now under way. 
MS was first chronicled with 
some clinical definition nearly 
one hundred years ago, but, 
until the founding of the So­ 
ciety in 1946, basic research 
into the cause, cure and pre­ 
vention was unknown. 
Today, medical scientific re­ 
search has gained great new in­ 
sights due to the determination 
of the Society’s leaders who 
stimulated the federal govern­ 
ment’s establishment of the Na­ 


tional Institute of Neurological 
Diseases and Blindness, as well 
as the Society’s own research 
effort. 
More than six million dollars 
of the Society's funds have gone 
into research and medical pro­ 
grams, since the founding of the 
Society. 
But much, much more money 
will be needed to bring ultimate 
victory over MS. It is the MS 
Hope Chest campaign that will 
bring this to pass. 
Through 
contributions 
re­ 
ceived thus far, scientists have 
learned a great deal about MS 
and related diseases. A gener­ 
ally 
progressive, 
disabling 
disease of the brain and spinal 
cord, MS destroys the pro­ 
tective coating around nerve 
fibers. 
Messages controlling 
several or all functions such 
as seeing, speaking, walking and 
balance 
may 
be 
distorted, 
sometimes even blocked. MS 
can bring total disability. Re­ 
lief from symptoms, or re­ 
missions, can be of short dur­ 
ation or has been known to last 
for years. 
Unfortunately, no medication 
has been found successful as 
a treatment for MS although 
hundreds of drugs have been 
tried in an effort to influence 
the natural course of the dis­ 
ease. The Society’s research 
program includes the follow-up 
of all possible cures, and, al­ 
though none has been found, 
“ quack" cures for the disease 
have been eliminated. While no 
specific 
treatm ent 
exists, 
physicians have determined that 
the patient should be under good 
general medical care devoted 
to prevention of upper respira­ 
tory and other infections.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

L.Ufc> ANGELES •• Sam Yorty, 
personable, peripatetic mayor 
of America’s third biggest city, 
has come a long way from the 
hunble days when Mrs. Yorty 
used to cook for the family in 
a modest Washington suburb. 
Sam was then a member of the 
83rd Congress, and M rs. Yorty 
was a good cook. The guests 
always had a good time. 


Mrs. Yorty is still a good 
cook but she doesn’t have to 
cook any more. For today Sam 
lives 
in 
style 
in Mickey 
Rooney's old house with the 
help of one of the most gen­ 
erous expense accounts allotted 
to any American mayor. 
Yet 
he has also raised around $690,- 
000 through five testimonial 
dinners in the past two and one- 
half years. 
Three of them were held be­ 
tween elections. But unlike the 
dinners of Sen. Tom Dodd, they 
wrere not billed as campaign 
dinners. They were described 
as a 
“ birthday 
dinner,*’ 
a 
“ civil dinner*' and a “ commu­ 
nity tribute” dinner for the 
mayor of Los Angeles. 


So the big question is: What 
has Sam done with the money? 
Looking over the mayor’s per­ 
sonal spending reveals some in­ 
teresting 
item s. Since 1961, 
Yorty has charged $108,374 in 
personal expenses to the city of 
Los Angeles. Of this, 
the 
mayor itemized $15,090 for “ of­ 
ficial entertainment supplies,” 
the mayor’s high • sounding 
name for liquor. Much of this 
was served at city hall where 
Sam has introduced the cock­ 
tail hour as part of the official 
entertainment routine for dis­ 
tinguished guests of the city of 
Los Angeles. 
JUNKET TO JERUSALEM 
Another 
interesting 
item 
which the mayor charged to the 
city was a junket to Europe 
and 
the 
Middle East. This 
totaled 
$1,934. 
Justification 
which the mayor gave for charg­ 
ing the trip to the city was that 
he stopped in Jerusalem , Jor- 


Arab leaders on the means of 
restoring peace with Israel.” 
This was the first time in 
memory that city funds were 
ever used for the city of Los 
Angeles to conduct American 
foreign policy. 
The next time foreign policy 
became involved in the 
Los 
Angeles city expenses was in 
1965, when Mayor Yorty and 
his harbor commissioners vis­ 
ited Japen, with a side trip to 
Saigon.. 
Yorty spent three hectic days 
sightseeing in Saigon and going 
to cocktail parties, at one of 
which he lost his shirt, plus 
$430 in travelers’ checks. 
The mayor lost the checks 
when peeling off his shirt at a 
cocktail party to trade with an 
a ir force general who 
was 
wearing a Filipino peek-a-boo 
lace shirt which Yorty admired. 
The general promptly gave it to 
him. The checks must have fal­ 
len out of Sam's shirt. 
“ Never 
mind,” 
said the 
mayor brightly. “ They 
were 
American express checks. I’ll 
get them replaced.” 
“ ATOMIC 
SAM” 
Yorty and party traveled on 
a swank U. S. air force DC -3 
while in Viet Nam at a time when 
airplane space was at a pre­ 
mium. The American Embassy 
and the air force detailed two 
men to escort them. Total bill 
to the city of Los Angeles 
was $33,500. There is no record 
of what the trip cost the fed­ 
eral taxpayers for the special 
airplane, Lincoln convertible 
and other prerequisites. 
After the trip, Yorty came 
to Washington to advise Presi­ 
dent Johnson to use the atomic 
bomb in Viet Nam. After that 
some 
people 
called 
Yorty 
“ Atomic Sam.” 
The mayor is quite generous 
with his city commissioners. 
Since 
he 
spends money, he 
doesn't object if they do, too. 
When Commissioner 
Melvin 
Erickson paid $85 a night for a 
suite at the Waldorf Astoria 
in New York four nights, 
the 
citv Daid the bill. 


The mayor also ok'd the cost 
of hiring 31 Geisha girls 
for 
two hours in Japan for his com­ 
missioners. This occurred in 
1963 when Commission Erick­ 
son and others were on a city- 
paid junket to Japan and 
the 
taxpayers back home paid $485.. 
64 for the cost of two hours 
of Geisha entertainment. 


Erickson is the business as­ 
sociate of Jam es W. Raymond, 
who acquired a second trust on 
Mickey Rooney’s home, then 
sold it to Yorty for no down pay­ 
ment. 
The 
Rooney 
home on 
Blairwood Drive in Studio City 
is \alued at around $7 5,000. 
Before he became mayor, Sam 
was living in a modest little 
house in the San Fernando Val­ 
ley worth about $35,000. Two 
months after becoming mayor 
he 
moved 
to the 
Rooney 
mansion. 


However, none of these ex­ 
penses were deducted out of the 
whopping $690,000 which Yorty 
raised at his five dinners in the 
last two and a half years. 
Looking over the expenses of 
the city of Los Angeles, it is 
difficult to see how the mayor 
could spend that much money; 
for even the electric shaver 
which he keeps in his desk for 
a last • minute shave was paid 
for by the city--$19.77. 
When G. Bentley Ryan, Los 
Angeles attorney, wrote a letter 
to 
the 
city's 
business 
and 
political leaders on Sept. 18, 
1963, inviting them to a birth­ 
day dinner for the mayor at a 
cost of $1,000 per table or $100 
per ticket, he said that the 
money was needed for “ fact 
sheets” which the mayor mailed 
out to “ six to 12 thousand 
civil leaders, and the cost of 
this has to be borne by 
the 
mayor himself.” 
These fact sheets are what the 
mayor calls “ voter education.” 
But city records show that at 
least one of these mailings, the 
one 
attacking the alleged poor 
quality of Gov. Brown's judicial 
appointees, was paid for by the 
ritv.

COMMUNISM IN THE 
U. S. CONGRESS? 
We have never yet had a self- 
proclaimed 
member of the 
Communist Party holding a seat 
in the United States Congress. 
We may have one next year. 
Herbert Aptheker, chief the­ 
oretician of the U. S. Com­ 
munist Party, director of the 
American Institute for Marxist 
Studies, and recent visitor to 
North Viet Nam, is expected to 
run for a Congressional seat in 
Brooklyn. Aptheker is the man

September, 
called the horrible Watts riots 
“ glorious." 
Aptheker will be supported by

Among them are a number of 
university professors includ­ 
ing Eugene Genovese of Rut­ 
gers who stated last year that 
he would “ welcome" American 
defeat in South Viet Nam. 
Aptheker's supporters are now 
planning a formal declaration 
of his candidacy late this month 
in the plush surroundings of the 
Sutton Ballroom of the New York 
Hilton Hotel at Rockefeller Cen­ 
ter. The Aptheker candidacy is 
no mere publicity stunt by a 
handful of tattered professional 
radicals. It is and will be a 
smooth, professional operation. 
Famed Columnist Victor Riesel 
reports that the National Board 
of the U. S. Communist Party 
really expects Aptheker to win. 
If any doubt remained, the 
emergence of 
this man as a 
major political candidate for 
the “peace in Viet Nam" groups 
will serve as final proof of 
the real inspiration for their 
campaigns.

Reuther’s New Strategy Calls 
For Two Full Vacations Each 
Year at Company Expense. 
Washington, D. C.: — It’s not 
an ulcer which keeps Walter 
Reuther from smoking, drinking 
or carousing. 
It's principle. 
He hates to waste anything, 
including time. He runs a tight 
union — now worth over $68 
million. 
And in about a year it will 
have a strike fund topping $68 
million. 
Sometime in September 1967 
his auto and aerospace union 
will be set for battle with the 
car makers. Problem is —what 
to fight for? There's always 
money. 
But it isn’t everything. 
Reuther and his colleagues 
have their strategem s — and 
these headlines of '67 will be 
previewed shortly at the union’s 
constitutional convention. 
There is the Convention Are­ 
na of Long Beach, Calif., the 
United Automobile, Aerospace 
and 
Agriculture Implement 
workers will inscribe on 
its 
banners a slogan calling 
for 
two fully paid vacations a year. 
This will be the demand for a 
fifth season - the 
usual four 
and a ten-day Christm as • New 
Y ear's holiday. As the auto 
union leaders see it, the auto 
companies will shut down during 
the fifth season. 
The reckoning is sim ple. 
Now the auto workers get the 
day before Christm as and the 
one before New Year’s as paid 
holidays. This gives them four 
days. 
If the union can convince the 
manufacturers to grant another 
“ three or four days,” a million 
employes could take to the roads 
for sunshine or skiing or just re­ 
laxing. 
All this would not affect the 
usual two to four weeks' vaca­ 
tion of the good old summer­ 
tim e. 
Of course, Reuther and Co. 
will have to do some tall con­ 
vincing. But history has it that 
his record tops all the others. 
It will all be spelled out with 
considerable rhetoric on the 
convention floor not long after 
the delegates are called 
to 
order on May 16. 
The men of Reuther’s world 
are older now than they were 
when they marched in and “ sat­ 
in” almost three decades ago. 
Tliey aren't the playboys they 
were when their leaders warned 
delegates not to drop water- 
filled paper bags out of hotel 
windows lest they “ kill other 
delegates or human beings.” 
And the younger men 
are 
more sedate business types. 
They go to these conventions 
to argue about pensions and 
early retirement and security 


— and not to caucus about who 
will be their president and what 
to do with their left - wingers. 
Their president will be Walter 
Reuther, now hurrying towards 
his sixties as are many of his 
colleagues. 
This will be their 20th Con­ 
stitutional Convention, and they 
amend their charter magnani­ 
mously, not so much to pave 
the way for the fight for higher 
wrages, but for longer leisure 
time. This means earlier re­ 
tirement as well as two vaca­ 
tions a year. 
It will all be set down in a 
broad “ collective bargaining” 
resolution, presaging the fight 
on the Big Three auto companies 
— a struggle which soon enough 
will be upon us and the White 
House. 
Arguments will be made for 
earlier 
retirem ent so that a 
man can eventually quit work 
at 50 or 55 at $100«a.week or 
more for life. 
And what of the hundreds of 
thousands already now' official 
“ retirees” 
and 
the endless 
many who will reach 
this 
millennium year after year? 
The convention will be called 
upon to create labor's 
first 
constitutional 
Senior Citizen 
Dept. This will be not merely 
a social club. This will re­ 
quire structural changes in the 
union and its constitution. It will 
be an official department.

Soviet cosmonauts dine on bilberry jam before 
flights. Britain’s Royal Air Force recently 
revealed that aviators ate bilberry jelly before 
night missions in World War II. American 
trucking companies are considering the same 
diet for truckers who drive at night. 
The point is that a drug contained in the bil­ 
berry inhibits the bleaching of rhodopsin (visual 
purple) in the retina of the eye. Bleaching of 
visual purple by sunlight impairs ability of 
the eye to adapt to darkness. In other words, 
eat bilberries and you’ll be able to see better 


ability to see in bright light) as well as night 
blindness. 
The discovery of the value of bilberries has 
produced a boom in the bilberry business, bene­ 
fiting France where bilberries grow wild. 
Perhaps the day is not far away when bilberry 
juice will be an ingredient in milk, like iodine 
is part of salt to prevent goiter. Or, perhaps 
a bilberry jelly dispenser will become a standard 
feature on automobile dashboards.

Shine the beam from the flashlight you should 
be carrying in your car on the rear, outside 
fender before you get out of your car, so ap­ 
proaching motorists can see your stalled car 
immediately. When you get out, move the light 
horizontally, back and forth, so the oncoming 
motorists have a longer chance to see the light, 
not only for a second if the light is swung up 
and down. 
lf you don’t have a flare, take your tie, or 
any strip of cloth, and hang It into your gas 
tank to soak it. Put it in your hub cap, set the 
hub cap on the road several hundred feet behind 
your car, and light the tie or cloth. It’ll burn 
for several minutes, time enough, hopefully, for 
you to flag down a car with your flashlight and 
get pushed off the road. 
“ My wife is the slowest driver in the state. I 
keep telling her she’s as much a hazard as a 
speeder. Am I right?” K.L., Jasper, Ind. 
The greater the difference in speed—slower 
and faster--of a vehicle from the average speed 
of surrounding traffic, the greater the chance 
the driver will be involved in an accident. 
This was the finding of an 11-state study on main 
rural highways, completed during the past sum­ 
m er by the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads. 
“ Isn’t it safer to drive at night than during the 
day? There aren’t as many cars around.” P.Q.,

the traffic fatalities occur after dark, according 
to the National Safety Council.

The Aptheker candidacy is 
no mere publicity stunt by a 
handful of tattered professional 
radicals.

Famed Columnist Victor Riesel 
reports that the National Board 
of the U. S, Communist Party 
really expects Aptheker to win.

Before he became mayor, Sum 
was living in a modest little 
house in the Sun Fernando Val* 
ley worth about $35,000.

However, none of these ex­ 
penses were deducted out of the 
whopping $690,000 which Yorty 
raised at his five dinners in the 
last two and a half years.

for even the electric shaver 
which he keeps in his desk for 
a last • minute shave was paid 
for by the city—$19,77.

this has to be borne by

Washington, D. C.: - It's not 
an ulcer which keeps Walter 
Reuther from smoking, drinking 
or carousing. 
It's principle. 
He hates to waste anything, 
including time. He runs a tight 
union - now worth over $68 
million. 
And in about a year it will 
have a strike fend topping $68 
million. 
Sometime in September 1967 
his auto and aerospace union 
will be set for battle with the 
car makers. Problem is —what 
to fight for? There's always 
money. 
But it isn't everything. 
Keuther and his colleagues 
have their strategem s — and 
these headlines of *67 will be 
previewed shortly at the union's 
constitutional convention. 
There is the Convention Are­ 
na of Long Beach, Calif., the 
United Automobile, Aerospace 
and 
Agriculture Implement 
workers will inscribe (rn 
its 
banners a slogan calling 
for 
two felly paid vacations a year. 
This will be the demand for a 
fifth season - the 
usual four 
and a ten-day Christmas • New 
Y ear's holiday, As the auto 
union leaders see it, the auto 
companies will shut down during 
the fifth season. 
The reckoning is simple. 
Now the auto workers get the 
day before Christmas and the 
one before New Y ear's as paid 
holidays. This gives them four 
days. 
lf fee union can convince fee 
manufacturers to grant another 
"three or four days,” a million 
employes could take to the roads 
for sunshine or skiing or just re* 
la xing. 
AU this would not affect the 
usual two to four weeks' vaca­ 
tion of fee good old summer* 
tim e. 
Of course, Reuther and Co. 
will have to do some tall con* 
vincing. But history has it that 
his record tops all fee others, 
It wUl all lie spelled out wife 
considerable rhetoric on the 
convention floor not long after 
the delegates are called 
to 
order on May 16. 
Tlie men of Reuther's world 
are older now than they were 
when they marched in and "sat* 
in" almost three decades ago. 
They aren't fee playboys they 
were when their leaders warned 
delegates not to drop water- 
filled paper bags out of hotel 
windows lest they "kill other 
delegates or human beings."

covered. 
When 
these 
men 
shouted of their discovery, they 
spread 
the word far and wide 
that; “ It's a m iracle, but there 
surely must be a REASON ." A s 
the statem ent was repeated over 
and over, that reason changed 
to RAISIN, and the new crop 
received its name.

From M. S. H. S. A. A. Journal 
How much exposure to inter­ 
scholastic athletics is a school 
expected to give to its boys?

It was significant to note that 
a large number of schools made 
the observation that the in te r- 
scholastic program already is 
full or over-crowded without 
the introduction - - o r rein state­ 
ment - - o f volleyball. 
Schools obviously are reaching 
a saturation point in the area 
of sponsorship of sports on an 
interscholastic 
basis. 
The 
trem endous 
growth of w re st­ 
ling, the big increase in track 
and 
cro ss country 
and the 
gradual upswing in swimming, 
tennis and golf coupled with 
the introduction of three new 
sp o rts (gym nastics, curling and 
skiing) in the last eight years — 
all 
of this 
has drastically 
changed what once was a foot­ 
ball-basketball-baseball mon­ 
opoly in high school athletics. 
It is good that there is a 
variety of sports on the high 
school level -- good, that is, 
as long as each sport can be 
justified on the basis of a t­ 
tracting at least a rep resen ta­ 
tive contingent of boys not a l­ 
ready 
neck-deep 
in in te r- 
scholastic athletics. If the num ­ 
ber of 
boys participating in 
athletics does not grow propor­ 
tionately with the number of 
activities offered, then the d i­ 
versified program has failed to 
accom plish its purpose. 
To get back to the question, 
a saturation point is variable; 
depends upon circum stances at 
each school. There is the money 
factor, the manpower factor, 
the travel factor; there is the

SLOW START FOR MESOURI 
TURKEY HUNTERS 
JEFFERSON CITY 
— Mis­ 
souri's 1966 wild turkey season 
got off to a slow start April 26, 
with a two-day total Tuesday of 
250 birds, compared to 281 in the 
first two days of the 1965 sea­ 
son. 
Hunters 
began their 
annual 
bout with the turkey on a gray, 
rainy day. Rain started falling 
over most of southern Missouri 
within 15 minutes of the 5 a.m. 
opening. 
Most of M issouri's 
turkey hunting areas received 
some rain Tuesday. 
Wednesday was a more plea­ 
sant day, but the kill was only 
129 -- just slightly better than 
Tuesday’s 121. 
This season was scheduled for 
five half-days, 5 a.m. to noon, 
instead of the four days last 
year. The final day this year 
will be on Saturday, so the sea­ 
son's harvest is expected to top 
last year’s. 
The largest turkey reported 
the first two days was a 27- 
pounder killed In Montgomery 
County by Frank Wismath of 
Clayton. 
Ste. Genevieve County led the 
state in the first two days' 
totals, with 18 birds Tuesday and 
12 Wednesday. 


FISH RECORDS ARE BROKEN 
JEFFERSON CITY — Fishing 
Day in M issouri, the first F ri­ 
day in May, is drawing near. 
This year it will be May 6. 
The fish are cooperating so 
well Missouri's big-fish are in 
turmoil. Record fish are being 
caught faster than they can be 
verified and recorded. 
For example, Gene Arnaud 
of Branson 
caught 
a seven 
pound, eight ounce spotted, or 
Kentucky, bass. This beat the 
current world record of seven 
pounds for the species - - o r 
so the Missouri Conservation 
Department thought. 
The department couldn't know 
about the eight pound, one- 
ounce specimen taken a week 
or so earlier in Alabama. This, 
if it is properly authenticiated, 
is the new world record. 
But then, after hearing about 
the Alabama fish, the depart­ 
ment heard from another Mis­ 
sourian who said he caught a 
Kentucky 
that weighed 
eight 
pounds, one ounce, and would 
tie the world record. The new­ 
est Missouri catch is being in­ 
vestigated by the department 
and if it was properly weighed 
and witnessed M issouri will 
submit it for world record list­ 
ing. 
Meanwhile, after the depart­ 
ment announced Paul Dunn of 
Cedar Creek had caught a two 
pound, four ounce black crap- 
pie for a new state record, 
another 
Missourian wrote a 
letter. He said he had caught 


one that weighed two pounds, 
15 ounces, and could prove It. If 
he does, the black crappie rec­ 
ord will change hands. 
Meanwhile, Jim Ruth, oper­ 
ator of M essenger's Resort on 
Lake of the Ozarks, caught a 
new state record paddlefish— 
a 
110 pound specimen - a on 
his trotline. The previous rec­ 
ord-holder 
was an 80-pound 
spoonbill, also from Lake of 
the Ozarks, and that fish still 
stands as snagging record. 
Conservation agents who veri­ 
fied the catch said Ruth's fish 
measured six feet, three and 
a half inches along and 32 inches 
in girth. It was caught April 17 
at the mouth of Libby Cove. 
Ruth had the help of his son, 
Jimmy Ruth, Jr., and Har­ 
old Echoff of Sedalia in boat­ 
ing the paddle fish. They looped 
the boat's anchor rope around 
it to haul it into the boat, then 
used a wheelbarrow to move it 
from the dock to the resort. 


FISHING LAKE 
JEFFERSON CITY 
— 
The 
Conservation Commission has 
approved the purchase of 1,120 
acres between Sweet Springs 
and Marshall for construction of 
a 210-acre public fishing lake 
and for wildlife management. 
The wildlife area will be four 
miles north of Interstate 70. 
The land is expected to cost 
about $290,000, with the cost 
of the dam, roads, boat ramps 
and concession facilities esti­ 
mated at $140,000. 
Small game hunting will be 
permitted on the area, but the 
lake will be a waterfowl refuge 
and no duck or goose hunting 
will be permitted. 
The Conservation Department 
is considering development of 
a warm-water fish hatchery be­ 
low the dam. 
The lake is expected to pro­ 
vide fishing water in a sec­ 
tion of M issouri where im­ 
pounded public water is not now 
abundant. It will serve Saline 
and adjoining counties, and is 
also expected to attract sports­ 
men from Kansas City and other 
towns along Interstate 70. 
The department, alert to d is­ 
tinctive name possibilities, has 
decided to call the site the 
"Blind 
Pony Wildlife Area,” 
after the Blind Pony Communtiy 
which once existed near there. 
The 
origin of the 
name is 
unknown.

December 24, 1920 
When I was a boy about every­ 
thing was different from what it 
is now and in nothing 
more 
than in the celebration of Christ­ 
mas day and the week following 
it. You must remember while 
reading this that I am writing of 
Christmas as it was in the coun­ 
try and in the small towns of 
the country long ago and they 
were all small towns in central 
Missouri when I was a green 
country boy. I must say that 
the average country boy of 12 
or 14 years is not half so green 
and gawky and knows twice as 
much 
about 
current 
affairs 
as did a boy of 20 when I was 
one of them. But to go back to 
the Christmas as it was in those 
good old days when people were 
all honest, generous and ready 
to help a neighbor. There was 
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scarcely any Christmas spirit 
manifested in the country. Far­ 
mers would just work on that 
day just as they did on Mon­ 
day. Christmas cheer on hand in 
the 
shape of liquor, cider, 
game and cake that 
was cake 
and none of your wine-pudding 
angel food cake that is so pop­ 
ular 
now. 
But 
those old- 
fashioned pound cakes 
were 
rich in butter and sugar and 
fit for an angel. Making the old- 
fashioned pound cake seems to 
be a lost art and I am sorry for 
I think I could die easy if I 
could just eat one more of 
those like mother used to make. 
The young people would have 
parties and it would often be­ 
come “ awful” duty for a bash­ 
ful boy to kiss a bashful girl. 
They 
would sing 
and 
dance 
Weavly Wheat and had 
more 
enjoyment in that way than young 
people get in the real vulgar 
“ shimmy” dance accompanied 
by a fifty - dollar orchestra. 
Old Santa Claus never heard of 
Central Missouri especially in 
the country, but as we had 
never heard of him and his 
reindeer and his great 
pack 
of toys, we did not miss his 
visit. But we had plenty 
of 
good things to eat on Christ­ 
mas day, much more than the 
average family in the cities 
will have to eat on Christmas 
day of this year of grace. We 
had turkey and dressing, quail 
and occasionally venison, and 
lots of rich cake and custard. 
Santa Claus was not the only 
thing that we had never heard 
of and that had never visited us 
country jakes as some of the 
smart alexs in the small towns 
called us. Cranberries and ice 
cream 
had 
not 
made their 
appearance in the country but 
as ignorance is bliss I am safe 
In saying that young and old, 
>ond and free, were better con- 
ented and far happier than are 
-he people of today. And that is 
not all. I honestly believe that 
people were more religious then 
then they are under the preach- 
.ng of a lot of machine made 
preachers of the present day. 
The first Christmas tree that 
I 
ever saw was set up in la y . 
tor's shop in Fayette, Mo., 1853 
or 1854. It was small, only about 
\ feet high, but was laden with 
colored paper or calico. I never 
knew which, and with a number 
of star candles in among the 
presents. It drew like a mustard 
plaster and 
was visited by a 


great many people, both young 
and old, as it was perhaps the 
first Christmas tree ever seen 
in Fayette. But I know now that 
it was cheap and common com­ 
pared to the beautiful Christ­ 
mas trees of the present day. 
Yes, we were all poor and hap­ 
py, when I was a boy.

Mud- 
Watchers 
Back on Job

BERLIN AP — Eight Soviet 
military men went back to their 
regular jobs yesterday after 
more than three weeks of mud 
watching in West Berlin. 
The mud came from the bot­ 
tom of Lake Stoessen where 
a Soviet jet fighter crashed 
April 6. The crash killed the 
two crewmen and hammered 
wreckage into the lake’s muddy 
bottom. 
The plane was a YAK28, a 
new all-weather fighter, which 
the NATO allies knew little 
about until the crash. 
The lake is in the British 
sector of West Berlin and the 
British salvaged the wreck­ 
age. They restricted the Soviet 
team to observer status, watch­ 
ing from a bluff overlooking 
the lake. 
The Russian watched a Brit­ 
ish crane scoop up mud and 
dump it into a barge. They 
watched 
British 
Army en­ 
gineers rake the mud for wreck­ 
age of the plane. 
The British watched the Rus­ 
sians. So did 
West Berlin 
policemen, strollers and news­ 
men. 
After the two bodies and most 
of the wreckage were brought 
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up in the first week, the Rus­ 
sian observers worked in two 
shifts of four men each. There 
were always Russians watching 
the lake. 
They did not talk much with 
the British or Germans. But 
recently one of the Russians, a 
young 
noncommissioned of­ 
ficer, chatted with one of the 
West Berlin policemen on duty. 
The mud watching ended Mon­ 
day 
night after the British 
turned over the two jet en­ 
gines to soviet authorities in 
a boat-to-boat transfer. The 
salvage operation was declared 
completed.

The 
United States Court of Appeals 
for the Third Circuit, which 
includes New Jersey, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Delaware and the Virgin 
Islands, went one step further 
on May 20, 1965, in holding that 
a confession is invalid unless 
the defendant has first been 
advised by the police of his 
right to counsel and his right 
to remain silent. Two weeks 
later, the Chief Justice of New 
Jersey advised all lower State 
court judges and prosecutors In 
a circular letter to Ignore the 
Federal holding and follow the 
contrary New Jersey law, and 
shortly thereafter the state Su­ 
preme Court unanimously up­ 
held its Chief Justice. No doubt, 
the whole matter ultimately will 
go to the United States Supreme 
Court for settlement. In the 
meanwhile, although It had al­ 
ways teen thought that defiance 
of the Federal courts* more 
bizarre edicts was a practice 
idigenous to the South alone,

Mud- 
Watchers 
Back on Job

BERLIN AP — Eight Soviet 
military men went back to their 
regular Jobs yesterday after 
more than three weeks of mud 
watching in West Berlin. 
The mud came from the bot­ 
tom of Lake Stoessen where 
a Soviet Jet fighter crashed 
April 6. The crash killed the 
two crewmen and hammered 
wreckage into the lake's muddy 
bottom. 
The plane was a YAK28, a 
new all-weather fighter, which 
the NATO allies knew little 
about until the crash. 
The lake is in the British 
sector of West Berlin and the 
British salvaged the wreck­ 
age. They restricted the Soviet 
team to observer status, watch­ 
ing from a bluff overlooking 
the like. 
The Russian watched a Brit­ 
ish crane scoop up mud and 
dump ll Into a barge. They 
watched 
British 
Army en­ 
gineers rake the mud for wreck­ 
age of the plane. 
The British watched the Rus­ 
sians. So did 
West Berlin 
policemen, strollers and news­ 
men. 
After the two bodies and most 
of the wreckage were brought 
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up in the first week, the Rus­ 
sian observers worked In two 
shifts of four men each. There 
were always Russians watching 
the lake. 
They did not talk much with 
the British or Germans. But 
recently one of the Russians, a 
young 
noncommissioned of­ 
ficer, chatted with one of the 
West Berlin policemen on duty. 
The mud watching ended Mon­ 
day 
night after the British 
turned over the two Jet en­ 
gines to Soviet authorities in 
a hoat-to-boat transfer. The 
salvage operation was declared 
completed.

Down in southeast Missouri 
where Tom Baker runs a cot­ 
ton plantation, there are those 
who think he is a great guy 
and there are those who think 
just the opi>osite. 
There is very little middle 
ground because 
Tom Baker 
fight$ 
for what he, wants 
and seldom leaves a stone un­ 
turned in trying to get it. This 
type of vigorous action is bound 
to create enemies out of those 
on the other side. 
For the past several years, 
Tom Baker has made it his busi­ 
ness to try to make life as 
uncomfortable as possible for 
House 
Speaker 
Thomas 
Graham. He does not like the 
Speaker and Mr. Graham feels 
the same way about Mr. Baker. 
So it was, that out of the 197 
lawmakers 
here, 
Speaker 
Graham was the only one not 
to receive an invitation to this 
party 
Mr. 
Baker 
gave. 
Numerous other guests, includ­ 
ing Governor Hearnes, were in­ 
vited and showed up. 
Representative Baker is the 
type of individual who “ likes to 
go first class.” He is a spend­ 
er, make no mistake about that. 
He gave many veteran law­ 
makers a mild shock back in 
1961, his first term, when he 
gave a quiet office party in the 
Capitol and had a keg of oysters 
flown in. 
This past week, he reserved 
the large hall at the Ramada 
Inn here and hired a big-name 
orchestra for a one-night stand. 
The band of the late Jim m y 
Dorsey was brought in at con­ 
siderable expense. 
Mr. Baker's explanation for 
all of this hullabaloo was in 
the form of a letter handed to 
all guests. In part it went like 
this: 
“ My party has only one pur­ 
pose and it is attempt to thank 
each one of you, Representa­ 
tives, Senators, elected and ap­ 
pointed staff officials, state em­ 
ployes, members of the press 
and all others for being so kind 
and cooperative with me during 
my three terms in the House.” 
Veteran observers were still 
shaking their heads well into 
the night trying to remember 
if a member of the Legislature 
in the past had ever put on such 
a shindig.

him to some of his colleagues. 
He was controversial because 
he always took a stand.

Whether you agreed with him, 
his six years here will be re ­ 
membered for the causes he 
backed, the controversies he 
started and his colorful spend­ 
ing habits.

DISEASED BABY TEETH : 
PERM ANENT DAMAGE 
It's a false economy to neglect 
a child's first teeth on the theory 
that since they fall out anyway 
dental care can wait until the 
permanent teeth come in. 
Dr. Jess McCormick, assis­ 
tant professor of dentistry at 
the University of Alabama Den­ 
tal School, reported recently 
that a long term study of more 
than 300 children between the 
ages of six and nine shows that 
infected or abscessed 
baby 
teeth when neglected produced 
damage permanent teeth in 30 
percent of the children. The doc­ 
tor, who is director of dental 
services 
at Children's Hos­ 
pital here, told Women’s Medi­ 
cal News Service that crooked 
permanent teeth, as well 
as 
ones with significant damage, 
grew in where diseased baby 
teeth had been. 
He recommended that chil­ 
dren pay their first visit to the 
dentist when they are around 
2V2 years old, and every 
six 
months to a year thereafter. 
They 
are 
not 
likely to have 
caries at that age so the initial 
visit can be a pleasant one with 
nothing more freightening than 
a good cleaning and 
perhaps, 
a tropical fluoride treatment. 
Studies have shown, he said, 
that the average child of three 
has at least one cavity, 
so 
dental care started earlier may 
head that off. 
NO FERTILITY' LOSS 
A F T E R ‘PILL* USE 
“ Most women who want babies 
become pregnant very shortly 
after 
discontinuing 
oral 
contraceptives. All Jests show 
that ovulation returns prompt­ 
ly 
after a woman stops taking

This reassuring 
answer to the commonly asked 
question, Does the pill inter­ 
fere with future fertility, came 
from pharmacology professor 
Morton J .

He noted that despite reports 
that “ the pill may have long­ 
term toxicities, in a decade of 
testing and wide use, no seri­ 
ous toxicity has ever been con­ 
firmed.”

The current fashion fad for 
teenage girls dictates' that they 
all have long, flowinglockswith 
not the suspicion of a curl or 
wave. To achieve the look, teen­ 
agers have taken to ironing their 
hair. This practice is frowned 
upon, and by a source not usual­ 
ly concerned about fashion: The 
American 
Medical 
Associa­ 
tion's Committee on Cutaneous 
Health and Cosmetics. 
The committee warns that the 
heat of the iron can damage the 
hair, making it fragile and dry, 
with subsequent breakage. In ad­ 
dition, there is a danger of burn­ 
ing the scalp. The committee 
notes that the right look can be 
achieved, with less risk, by the 
use of chemical hair straighten- 
ers. 


Lightest Mexico

Mexico City - It has 'been 
said that Mexico is a country 
loaded with game and that it is 
totally lacking in wildlife. There 
is truth in both statements. It 
depends on where you are. 
In areas where there is a large 
rural population, you find little 
game. Remote areas often look 
like an overcrowded zoo. 
But 
the 
geographical setup 
which 
ranges 
from dense 
jungles to snow capped moun­ 
tains has produced a big var­ 


iety of wildlife. 
Hunting seasons vary accord­ 
ing to climate and mating sea­ 
sons. Your shooting isn't con­ 
fined to fall, therefore. Some 
species of birds and animals 
may be hunted 
from August 1 
until 
mid-April, depending on 
the climate and location. 
The 
jaguar 
is 
considered 
Mexico’s top big-game animal 
and many hunters will tell you 
it is the hardest trophy in North 
America to get. Jags are said 
to be wilder than lions or tig­ 
ers. They are bigger than leop­ 
ards and just as 
ferocious. 
You find them in all parts of 
the country and need top guides 
to corner one. 
Most hunters prefer to bring 
their own guns but lack infor­ 
mation about getting them into 
the country or obtaining hunt­ 
ing licenses. 
First thing you might do is pick 
up a tourist card with your near­ 
est Mexican consul and check 
with him on the hunting laws. 
Each hunter is permitted 
to 
bring 
in four sporting arms, 
NOT including 
the .45 caliber 
pistol nor 7 mm. rifle, which 
are official Mexican 
Army 
weapons. But you can make it a 
combination of other caliber 
rifles, shotguns and one .22 
pistol. 
The procedure is to write a 
letter and mail or 
deliver it 
personally 
to a Mexican Con­ 
sul, listing 
the types 
and 
serial numbers of 
the wea­ 
pons you wish to take and stat­ 
ing that you will bring them out 
of the country when you leave. 
The Consul will notarize the 
letter and return it to you. At 
the border you present your let­ 
ter to the Mexican War 
De­ 
partment Office 
and they is­ 
sue you the permit to take the 
arms into Mexico. 
To get your hunting license, 
you should go to the border 
towns of Matamoros, Reynosa, 
Nuevo Laredo, Cindad Juarez, 
Nogales, Mexicali or Tijuana. 
These towns have non-resi­ 
dent hunting license 
forms to 
be filled out in their Oficinas 
de Caza. 
It’s a 
good idea to 
get a bi-lingual guide to help. 
While game laws are made on 
the federal level, licenses are 
issued 
on a state basis. A li­ 
cense issued for a given state 
joining 
state and 
the Oficina 
de Caza 
can issue you 
a li­ 
cense for any state in the coun­ 
try. 
The non-resident hunting fee 
runs a few' cents over $19 (dls.) 
can be bought in any month and 
is valid for six months from the 
date of issue. 
There are no full-time guides 
in Mexico 
but the country is 
full ot part-timers, hunters and 
woodsmen who are familiar with 
their own areas. 
The 
best 
way to pick up 
one is check 
with your hotel manager or a 
tourist guide who works out of 
your hotel. 
Hunting 
guides charge rates 
that 
vary from 
around $1.60 
to $3.00 (U.S.) per day. Select­ 
ing 
one will depend on your 
own judgment. 
And remember, 
you’ll have to take along all the 
equipment 
for hunting 
and 
camping. 
A guide can get you 
a boat for 
any 
river travel 
necessary. 
Make a stab at 
it if you’re 
looking 
for excitement. 
And 
good hunting.

F ru stra tin g

WASHINGTON AP — Twenty 
years of bafflement are begin­ 
ning to show in impatience, 
criticism , discontent. 
There were only six madden­ 
ing years of dealing with Hit­ 
le r from the time he took power 
in 1933 until he began the war in 
1939. But with communism there 
has been prolonged frustration. 
F irst, there were the postwar 
y ears of dealing with R ussia's 
Stalin, an impossible task and 
now for 16 years, or ever since 
they butted into the Korean war, 
the even more exasperating or­ 
deal of trying to deal with the 
Red Chinese. 
This is the root of the dis­ 
satisfactions being expressed in 
Congress 
over 
the grubby, 
grueling war in Viet Nam, the 
fear the Chinese may come in, 
and the almost total absence of 
relations with them except hos­ 
tility. 
If those dissatisfactions could 
be reduced to a simple sentence 
it would be this; surely, there 
m ust be some kind of answer. 
This is a natural belief for 
any American rendered edgy by 
two decades of deadlocked sus­ 
pense, particularly if he per­ 
sists in believing there must 
be some solution more com fort­ 
ing than the present policy of 
watchful waiting. 
But the position of the Johnson 
adm inistration and the State 
Department, which have the re­ 
sponsibility for conducting for­ 
eign affairs and must take the 
blame for any disasters, is sim ­ 
ply this; no answer is in sight. 
The proposals made Tuesday 
by two Democratic senators, 
Edward M. Kennedy of M assa­ 
chusetts and George McGovern 
of South Dakota, were new only* 


in detail but not in kind of 
intent. 
They suggestion a blue-ribbon 
commission 
of 
distinguished 
Americans be created tolookat 
U. S. - China policy. 
The proposals got a cool re­ 
ception at the State Department 
where Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk has said China isn’t se ri­ 
ously interested in improving 
relations with this country. 


He has said the Chinese Reds 
continue to display “ militancy, 
bitterness, 
hatred” and that 
U. S. officials have to deal with 
the “ situation .is we find it.” 
The adm inistration position is 
that it is willing to have better 
relations but until the Chinese 
show they want that, too, U, S. 
policy must stand firm . Put 
another way, It means; 


The 
United States will help 
nations re sist Chinese aggres­ 
sions and will continue to op­ 
pose m em bership for the Red 
Chinese in the United Nations. 
In short, nothing has changed 
in 16 years. 
Possibly continued demands 
for more flexible efforts by the 
adm inistration to deal with the 
Chinese will force some change 
in adm inistration 
policy, but 
that 
looks 
doubtful at the 
moment. 
The American future may be 
permanently affected by its re­ 
lations with Red China in the 
next 20 years, good or bad, but 
this or any other adm inistration 
must answer for the outcome, 
not the critics. 
Kennedy and McGovern were 
just the latest expressing dis­ 
content and hoping for solutions. 
The Johnson adm inistration has 
been under a critical barrage. 
So far it hasn’t budged. 


Television Changes 
Tactics on Presentations

NEW YORK AP — Television, 
som etim es accused of present­ 
ing the pros and cons of sub­ 
jects as if they were balanced 
on a scale, took an unequivocal 
position Tuesday night on com­ 
poser Igor Stravinsky. 
On the CBS special, we saw 
a closeup of the m usician's 
hand as he wrote some notes. 
“ This,” said Charles Kuralt, 
reading the script of David Op- 
penheim, “ is a portrait of a 
man doing something that he 
does better than anyone else in 
the w orld.” 
They may be fighting words 
to some, but the rest of the 
hour was dedicated to illus­ 
trating some accom plishm ents 
of the Russian-born com poser. 
It was not a “ profile,” a word 
so dear to the heart of tele­ 
vision producers, nor was it 
a portrait. It was sort of a 
sketch of Stravinsky. 
He is now 83, a resident of 
Hollywood — and still com­ 
posing controversial m usic. 
The program focused at the 
beginning on the great m usical 
“ scandal” 52 years ago when 
Stravinsky's “ Rites of Spring” 


was presented in a new kind of 
ballet, choreographed by Nijin­ 
sky. It was the great departure 
from what European audiences 
were used to. 


The program 's photographers 
followed Stravinsky to the very 
theater in P aris where the au­ 
dience reacted so violently to 
the piece that, as he recalled 
it, he arose from his seat in 
the center of the theater, said 
“ Go to hell,” and left by a 
nearby fire door. 


In spite of his years andphys- 
ical infirm ities, the composer 
recently completed a composi­ 
tion in still another musical lan­ 
guage. 
The composition 
is 
called “ variations” and as both 
Oppenheim and Stravinsky ex­ 
plained, 
it is an attempt to 
break away from old-fashioned 
tonality 
and move into some­ 
thing called “ serial m usic.” 
The sounds of “ variations” 
were undoubtedly as strange to 
some today as were those of 
“ The 
Rites of 
Spring” to 
another generation. 
“ The interest of my life, my 
everyday life,” Stravinsky said 
very earnestly, “ is to make. I 
am a m aker.”

NEW YORK AP — Television, 
sometimes accused of present­ 
ing the pros and cons of sub­ 
jects a# lf they were balanced 
on a scale, took an unequivocal 
position Tuesday night on com* 
poser Igor Stravinsky. 
On the CBS special, we saw 
a closeup of the musician’s 
hand as bs wrote some notes* 
“ This,” said Charles Kuralt, 
reading the script of David Op­ 
penheim, ’’Is s portrait of a 
man doing something that he 
does better than anyone else In 
the world.” 
They may be fighting words 
to some, but the rest of the 
hour was dedicated to Ulus* 
trating some accomplishments 
of the Russ Un-bo rn composer. 
It was not s “profile,” s word 
so dear to the heart of tele­ 
vision producers, nor was It 
a portrait. It was sort of a 
sketch of Stravinsky. 
He is now 83, a resident of 
Hollywood — and stUl com­ 
posing controversial music. 
Tile program focused at the 
beginning on the great musical 
•*scandal” 52 years ago when 
Stravinsky’s “ Rites of Spring’* 


was pre 
nted In a new kind of 
ballet, choreographed by Nijin­ 
sky. it w ts the great departure 
from what European audiences 
were used to. 
The program ’s photographers 
followed Stravinsky to the very 
theater In Paris where the au­ 
dience reacted so violently to 
the piece that. as he recalled 
it, he arose from his seat In 
the center of the theater, said 
“ Go to hell,” and left by a 
nearby fire door. 


In spite of his years and phys­ 
ical infirm ities, the composer 
recently completed a composi­ 
tion Instill another musical lan­ 
guage. 
The composition 
Is 
called “ variations” and as both 
Oppenheim and Stravinsky ex­ 
plained, It is an attempt to 
break away from old-fashioned 
tonality 
and move Into some* 
thing called “ serial music.”

Rites of

another generation. 
“ The Interest of my life, my 
everyday life,” Stravinsky said 
very earnestly, “ is to make.

of Representatives on April 26, 
the Agriculture Appropriation 
B ill for fiscal 1967 was $146 
million under the amount re­ 
quested in the President’s budg­ 
et. While holding the total ap­ 
propriated to $6,876 billion as 
compared to $7,022 billion re­ 
quested, the 
House restored 
funds for several programs for 
which budget proposed reduc­ 
tions. 
For example, the House bill 
would provide $103 million, the 
same as last year, for the Spe­ 
cial Milk Program for Chil­ 
dren, 
while 
the 
President’s 
budget proposed $21 million. 
The School Lunch Program also 
would continue at the 1966 level, 
$202 
million. A reduction of 
$138 million had been recom­ 
mended. 
The bill would continue an­ 
nual authority for 100 water­ 
shed planning starts, Instead 
of $365 million, which is the 
current ceiling. The budget pro­ 
posal of $86 million for rural 
telephone loans was increased 
to $97 million. 
Additionally, the House re ­ 
stored a proposed reduction of 
$10 4 million for the coopera­ 
tive research program of la mi­ 
grant 
institutions. 
Present 
levels of payments to State ex­ 
periment stations and grants for 
construction of facilities at re­ 
search

were main­ 
tained under the House bill.

ported that a budget proposal to 
shift $10 
million from the

Dear Mr. Blanton, 
I have watched with consider­ 
able interest the proposals to 
bring CATV or Community An­ 
tenna Television to Sikeston. 
I cannot help but agree with 
your editorial on April 28, 1966, 
but I feel that there are certain 
areas of CATV that have not 
been brought out. 
First of all, CATV as origin­ 
ally intended, had a vital role 
in making television available 
to everyone. The basic con­ 
cept of CATV was extremely 
simple. The village of Podunk 
was 
situated 
in a beautiful 
mountain valley in Colorado. 
On the other side of this moun­ 
tain was Denver. The mountain 
blocked the television signals 
from Denver and it was impos­ 
sible for the residents of our 
little town to receive anything 
more than snow on their tele­ 
vision sets. 
Some of the more ambitious 
residents got the brainstorm to 
put an antenna on top of the 
mountain and run wires from 
the antenna to the various homes 
In Podunk, all at a nominal 
charge to the residents. The 
system worked well and Podunk, 
Colorado, was as much involved 
in the 
happenings 
on Peyton 
Place as was New York. 
Through the years, CATV has 
continued to prove itself a vital 
necessity to small communities 
in mountain areas, or in areas 
so sparsely populated that they 
could never support a local 
television station. CATV sys­ 
tems dot the Western states, 
and are the rule, rather than 
the exception, in the Colorado 
and Idaho mountain towns. 
Even in towns such as Hayti, 
Caruthersville, 
and 
Kennett, 
where the nearest television 
stations are of a distance re­ 
quiring a fairly expensive an­ 
tenna atop each 
residence, 
CATV can provide a valuable 
service. 
A 
m aster antenna 
perched on a 200 foot tower 
can bring clear television pic­ 
tures from Cape Girardeau, 
Paducah, Jonesboro, Memphis, 
and Jackson, Tennessee, into 
the viewers' homes. For this 
service, a subscriber might 
pay around $6 per month. The 
nation-wide CATV subscriber 
average is around $75 per year. 
However, it was never intended 
that CATV should serve cities 
which are within grade “ A" or 
“ rabbit e a rs" areas. Such an 
area is one in which excellent 
reception is obtained with a 
simple rabbit ears or an in­ 
expensive roof-top antenna. 
Sikeston is such an area in 
that with such an antenna, one 
can receive good to excellent 
pictures from KFVS-TV in Cape 
Girardeau and WPSD-TVin Pa­ 
ducah, Kentucky. 
With little 
more investment, one can re­ 


ceive the third network (ABC) 
from Harrisburg, Illinois. 
I can easily see Mr. Hirsch's 
concern for his television sta­ 
tion, KFVS-TV, but have very 
little 
sympathy for him after 
having seen the profit figures 
on file with the FCC. KFVS-TV 
is one of the most profitable 
television stations in a non­ 
metropolitan area in the coun­ 
try. 
The now famous Seiden Re­ 
port on CATV, published last 
year, found that for every 100 
homes within a Grade “ A" 
coverage area of a television 
station, the local television sta­ 
tion will lose $2,500 in annual 
revenue. 
The FCC has long realized the 
problems that CATV is posing. 
Only within the past few months 
has the FCC proposed regula­ 
tions for the control of CATV 
systems. The FCC already has 
control over all CATV systems 
that utilize microwave in re­ 
laying signals from distant sta­ 
tions. The FCC has announced 
that it has control over all 
systems, whether or not they 
use microwave. 
What the FCC has proposed 
an it seems inevitable that these 
proposals will be in force within 
the next few months, is basically 
this; NO CATV SYSTEM WITH­ 
IN THE GRADE "A " COVER­ 
AGE 
AREA OF 
A LOCAL 
TELEVISION 
STATION MAY 
CARRY ANY OTHER STATION 
THAT CARRIES THAT SAME 
PROGRAM FOR A PERIOD 24 
HOURS PRIOR TO 24 HOURS 
AFTER THE TIME THAT THE 
LOCAL 
STATION 
CARRIES 
THE PROGRAM. 
Now then, how would this ef­ 
fect CATV in Sikeston? Let's 
take a typical program, "Can­ 
did Camera," seen on Channel 
12 at 9;00 p.m. on Sundays. 
This CBS program is also car­ 
ried on WREC-TV, Channel 3 
in Memphis, WLAC-TV, Chan­ 
nel 5 in Nashville, and KMOX- 
TV, 
Channel 4, in St. Louis. 
The 
FCC 
will 
prevent 
a 
CATV 
in 
Sikeston 
from 
bringing 
"Candid 
Camera" 
into Sikeston on 
any chan­ 
nel except Channel 12 in Cape. 
The same is true of WPSD-TV 
in Paducah. 
For 
example, 
"Bonanza" is carried Sunday 
nights on Paducah, WSM-TV in 
Nashville, KSD-TV in St. Louis, 
and WMCT in Memphis. CATV 
in Sikeston would be reguired 
to block out every station carry­ 
ing NBC programs except Pa­ 
ducah.

its signal is not strong enough 
in Sikeston.
